La Paz, December 15.—(United 
News.)—New and bloody fighting be- 
and Paraguayans 
has broken out. 

Bolivians defeated Paraguayans 
and captured and occupied Fort Bo- 
queron. 

President Hernando Siles told a 
crowd of 20,000 persons tonight that 
Bolivian forces had administered a 
heavy defeat to Paraguayan soldiers 
in the Gran Chaco region. 

The president’s announcement fol- 


 Jowed publication of an official com- 


munique by Minister of War Hector 
Suarez. 

The communique said: 

“After the recent bloody outrage 


which the Bolivian army suffered at 


* Fort Vanguardia—without our for- 


setting our international duties in 
the oath given to maintain peace— 
we declared before the League of Na- 
tions that Bolivia was undeniably 
bound as c duty to demand satisfac- 
tion and take military measures of a 
defensive character. 

“This was in view of the fact that 
Paraguay was concentrating forces at 
many advanced positions to a point 
nearby our lines and it was logical 
to expect new incidents would occur. 

“Glory to Heroes.” 

“Our logical forecasts were carried 
out as Paraguayan military detach- 
ments menaced our Chaco forts, pro- 
voking a bloody encounter with our 
troops who heavilv defeated the Para- 
guayans, after which we occupied 
Fort Boqueron. 

“The Bolivian army carried 
its duty. 

“Glory to the heroes sacrificed for 
the honor of the flag. 

“La Paz, December 15, 1928.” 

Great excitement prevailed through 
the city after the announcement. 

After President Siles told the huge 
crowd gathered before the government 
house of the occupation of the fort 
by Bolivian soldiers, the strains of 
the national anthem rang through the 
city and 20,000 voices joined in 


song. 
President Speaks. 

Military bands gathered quickly 
and everywhere about the capital 
groups marched to war tunes and 
the national anthem. 

President Siles, addressing the 
great throng that gathered im front of 
the government house, said: 

“The Paraguayan minister, Ayala, 
left his post and is on his way to 
Buenos Aires. He declared, ‘We await 
the Bolivian soldiers on the right 
banks of the River Pileomayo,’ where 
Bolivians captured Fort Boqueron and 
Paraguayan troops.”

President-Elect Honors 

Liberator and Confers 
With Former President 
of Bolivia on Peace.

Buenos Aires, December 15.—)— 
Herbert Hoover, president-elect of 
the United States, today talked with 
Eusebio Ayala, former president of 
Paraguay and who came here recently 
as chairmay-of the Paraguayan dele- 
gation to the commission which has 
been seeking a solution of this coun- 
try’s boundary dispute with Bolivia. 

Whether they discussed the possi- 
bility of mediation by the United 
States in the situation which arose 
from fighting on the border last week 
was not revealed. It was believed, 
however, that Senor Ayala went over 
the Paraguayan view of the dispute. 

Mr. Hoover remained this morning 
at the home of Ambassador Bliss, 
resting up from the strenuous pro- 
gram of yesterday. ‘There were a 
number of callers, each of whom had 
a few words with the distinguished 
visitor. 

The luncheon today was given by 
Jose Canilo, mayor of Buenos Aires. 
Thirty guests were present, made up 
of national and municipal officials 
and members of the diplomatic corps. 
Later, Senor Canila guided Mr. Hoo- 


ver on a tou: of inspection about the 
port of Buenos Aires. Particular in- 
terest was shown in new piers ad- 
joining the old docks and erected aft- 
er an effort of several years at a 
cost of millions of dollars. 

Receives Gold Medal. 


Mr. Hoover was then taken to the 
city hall, where he received a gold 
medal as the gift of the municipal- 
ity. Then he went to the cathedral 
and deposited a wreath on the tomb 
of the Argentine liberator, General 
Jose de San Martin, a statue of 
whom stands in Judiciary square in 
Washington. 

One of Mr. Hoover's pleasant ex- 
periences today-was the.exchange of 
messages with Secretary Kellogg in

Holiday Rush 
Is Under Way 
At Postottice 


500 Extra Men Will Be Tak- 
en on Monday To Expe- 
dite Mailings.

Christmas is still a little over a 


week away but as far as loca) postof- 


fice authorities are concerned, the holi- 
day season has already started and 
beginning Monday morning, 500 extra 
men will be taken on to expedite .he 
handling of the millions of pieces of 
Christmas mail which will  inelude 
ecards and packages of all descriptions. 

Each piece of mail must be cancell- 
ed, assorted, sent to the trains by 
means of trucks and then taken to 
practically every corner of the globe. 
During the rush season, a force of 
over 1,400 men will be employed in the 

1 office alone and 40 extra trucks 
will be pressed into service. 

An additional sub-station will be 
opened at Buckhead Monday for the 
convenience of people in that vicinity 
during the holiday rush season, Post- 
master K. K. Large anvounced, and 
h ‘idays. 

Prompt Service Striven For. 


“We are making every effort,” 
Large stated, “to give prompt and ef- 
ficient service in spite of the enormous 
amount of extra mail that it will be 
necessary to handle, and we hope to 
have enough extra help on hand so 
that no one will be forced to wait 
moi: than five minutes at any window. 
People can cooperate with us by being 
extremely careful in addressing mail 
and wrapping packages securely.” 

In addition to the extra force of 
men which has been employed, a large 
quantity of equipment has been drag- 
ged from its resting place in the attic 
and pressed into service. This includes 
tables, distribution boxes and similar 
paraphernalia as a rule rarely seen by 
the outsider but vital for the task of 
assorting mail. 

Some idea of the extra work neces- 
sary in the postoffice at this time of 
the year may be gleaned from the 
fact that the cancellation machines 
which handle only letters and postal 
cards, are taking care of approtimate- 
ly 200,000 pieces of mail a day, which 
already is more than the average, and 
this figure during the peak of the 
Christmas rush will reach 1,000,000 
daily, Mr. Large states.

LEAVE FOR SCENE. 
OF FIRST FLIGHT 


Where Wrights Con- 
quered Air Heads To- 
ward South.

Washington, December 15.—(4)— 
An international pilgrimage to the 
scene -of man’s first successful air- 
plane flight, upon the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the event, was headed 
south tonight with Orville Wright, 
the first man to fly, as its guest of 
honor. 

Two hundred men and women 
prominent in aviation made up the 


party which arranged to leave Wash- 
iuigtgn by steamer tonight on the first 


lap of its pilgrimage.to the sandy 
seashore of Kitty Hawk, N. C., where 
Orville and Wilbur Wright first flew 
December 17, 1903. The party will 
arrive at the scene of the: first flight 
Monday morning, just 25 years after 
the Wright Brothers startled the 
birds by appearing among them. They 
will reach Old Point Comfort, Va., to- 


morrow morning.and visit the Lang- 
ley Memorial Aeronautical Labora- 
tories at Langley Field, Va., in the 
afternoon. 

The steamer will carry them _ to 
Norfolk early Monday ,morning, where 
the party will continue by automo- 
bile to the sand-swept wastes near 
kitty Hawk. A cornerstone for a 
government memorial to the Wright 
Brothers will be laid atop Kill Devil 
Hill, from which the Wrights carried 
on their first experiments with glid- 
ers. A bronze tablet mounted on a 
huge granite boulder will be unveiled 
upon the spot where the first plane 
took off with Orville Wright at its 
controls.

$1,200 Cash 


Grocer Is Detained in His 
Own Store for More Than 
Two Hours. 


After being forcibly detained in the | 


rear of his at 774 Higbland 


avenue for nearly two hours by two 
young, smartly bandits, L. 
R. Denny, of 1152 Virginia avenue, 
was forced, at the point of a gun, to 
open the store safe and hand over 
to the bandits approximately $1,200 in 
cash, according to reports made to 
police early this morning. 

Denny told Call Officers Hardy 
and Carroll that the two youths en- 
tered the store at about 10:30 o’clock 
Saturday night shortly after the clerks 
had left for the night and after he had 
locked the day’s receipts in the safe. 
They ordered some ginger ale and 
oranges and then, as he was filling the 
order, drew guns and forced him to 
the rear of the store. 

Switching off the lights they then 
locked the front door and forced him 
to «lear away several garbage cans 
from the rear door and opened this, 
apparently to provide a good avenue 
of escape in the event .of attack 
from the front. , 

They then sat in the darkened rear 
of the store intermittently cursing 
and striking him in the face. with 
their hands or the butts of their guns, 
he said, dn apparent efforts to intim- 
idate him. During this time a pa- 
trolman, making his rounds, came to 
the front of the store and tried the 
door but he was kept from summon- 
ing aid by their muttered threats, 
Denny stated. 

Shortly after midnight a drug store 
located in the space adjoining 
grocery store closed its doors and the 
employees. went home, .leaving that 
business section deserted, 

The bandits then foreed Denny to 
the safe and’ compelled him to open 
it and hand over all of its cash con- 
tents. after which they fled from the 
store by the front deor and,. made 
their escape in a motor car driven 
by a negro. 

Denny described both men as being 
very young, neither being apparently 
more than 20 or 21. and stated that 
both were smartly dressed. He said 
he could readily identify both and also 
stated that one of them had been in 
the store once before and at tliat time 
had purchased considerable goods.

Boulder Dam Bili Passed, 
Appropriations Well on 
Way and Treaty Bout 
Next on Schedule. 


Washington, December 15.—(/)— 
Congress, at the end of the first two 
weeks of its short session, found itself 
today with appropriation bills well 
along toward enactment; with the 
Boulder dam bill through the senate 
and back in the house for agreement, 
and with a place made before the sen- 
ate for the naval cruiser construction 
bill, which was given right of way by 
the republican steering committee. 

All of fhese measures were looked 
upon two weeks ago.as difficult sub- 
jects. With another week before the 
Christmas recess begins, however, 
house and senate has made progress 
which could not be predicted with any 
degree of accuracy when the senate 
began with a membership tired from 
the exertions of the national cam- 
paign. 

The house today finished up general 
debate on the agriculture department 
appropriation bill, the third of the big 
supply measures to come up for con- 
sideration, making it certain that 
Speaker Longworth’s promise that the 
three would be enacted before Christ- 
mas would be fulfilled. The senate had 
before it a bill dealing with the prod- 
ucts of prison labor, but the session 
was long enough only to allow Senator 
Burton, of Ohio, to take his seat, and 


to permit Senator Bruce, of Maryland, 
and Senator Gillette, of Massachu- 
setts, to give expression to their views 
about the Kellogg treaty to outlaw 
war and the condition of the American 
navy. ‘ 

Mr. Bruce was not complimentary 
to the treaty, calling it a “stab in the 
air.” “anaemic” and “futile.” Never- 
theless the senator said he would vote 
for it. 

Senator Gillette called for more 
cruisers, in view of the British atti- 
tude toward armaments. He denied 
any warlike attitude toward any na- 
tion. however.

Additional specialists worked over 
King George last night to save him 
from death. 

The king, wasted and emaciated aft- 


er 25 days of painful and severe ill- | 


ness, held on valiantly, but he was ex- 
hausted. It was feared his overtaxed 
heart would give out. 

X-Ray Treatment Used. 

The medical staff of eight special- 
ists, who have been attending’ the 
king, was augmented today by Dr. 
Frank Howitt, a Harley street spe- 
cialist in raytherapy, and by Dr. Rob 
ert Stanton Woods, expert in elec- 
trolysis and radiology. It was the first 
time they had been called into the case. 

The doctors announced that it had 
been deeided to use raytherapy in 
treating the king. 

There was unprecedented activity 
among the physicians and almost con- 
stant coming and going at the palace. 

The night bulietin was issued after 
a consultation among the five doe- 
tors who signed it. The bulletin fol- 
lows :

“IT believe that now that this prior 
demand of Bolivia has been fulfilled 
by the events that took place today 
that my country will feel in a better 
position to accept any of the offers 
which have been made to her for a 
conciliatory settlement, since this 
would be in accord with her invaria- 
ble policy of international justice and 
American concord,’ Medina said.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS

Lugano, Switzerland, December 15. 
()—The council of the League of Na- 
tions again acted today in an effort 
to bring a peaceful settlement to the 
Bolivian-Paraguayan border dispute. 

In addressing tonight new exhorta- 
tions to the governments of Bolivia 
and Paraguay, the council has “given 
of its best” as one member put it, 
to secure an amicable solution of the 
conflict. 

By this action, it is felt the council 
has given testimony of its belief that 
political quarrels in Latin America 
which menace world peace are «as 
much within the scope of the league 
work as conflicts in Europe itself, 

The decision to cable a second ap- 
peal to the two South American states 
was taken at a secret session after 
the adjournment of the last public 
session of the 53rd council. Accord- 


ing to league officials, three Latin 
American members advocated action 
which would be strong enough to 
prove to the people of Latin America 
that the league possesses real value 
for them and that they may look 
to it for help in time of international 
political difficulty. 

Several members of the council, 
among them Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
are understood to have advised mak- 
ing haste slowly without seeking to 
avert the council’s duty. There was 
some discussion of the position of the 


in Washington and its possibilities of 
mediation and incidentally of the at- 
titude of the United States and the 
sister republics of South America. 

Complete agreement, however, was 
easily reached on the text of the 
appeal. This emphasizes the neces- 
sity of peaceful settlement and gives 
special importance to article XII of 
the covenant whereby member states 
are committed to settle disputes by 
an arbitral or judicial means or 
through an inquiry by the council it- 
self and are enjoined from resorting 
to war until three months after a 
decision is reached. 

If either Bolivia or Paraguay now 
requests a council inquiry it seems 
likely that M. Briand, who will re- 
main here. until Monday, will convoke 
a special session of the council, per- 
haps at Paris.

Complete installation of utilities 
lines in the area of the Pryor street 


and Central avenue viaducts has been 
completed, according to announcement 
of public sefvice corporations, and cus- 
tomers in that section are now being 
supplied from lines established at 
depths ranging to twenty feet below 
the former levels. 

The task of putting in eight utili- 
ties lines underground without inter- 
rupting service on existing lines re- 
quired the greatest effort and expen- 
diture of, money appropriatetl for a 
similar project, according to the Geor- 
gin Power company, which put in 
three of the lines. 

Great Supply Used. 

Actual building materials put un- 
derground in these six blocks by the 
power company alone is said to be 
suficient to erect a 25-story building, 
50 feet wide and 75 feet deep. Hun- 
dreds of tons of stonework and mas- 
onry were required for protection of 
power, gas and steam heat convey- 
ors.

Dr. Edwin C. Broome, Philadelphia 
chairman of the National Education 
association’s committee investigating 
use of propaganda in schools, an- 
nounced today that the committee 
would draw up a statement of prin- 
ciples to aid school] officers in deal- 
ing with the question.

AviationMfedicine 
Latest Addition 
To Navy Therapy 


Washington, December 15.—(?)— 
Preventive medicine plays an increas- 
ingly important part for the navy 
medical corps, and “aviation medi- 
cine” is now classed under that head. 

Fourteen years of compulsery anti- 


typhoid inoculation has shown it to 
be almost 100 per cent effective. Rear 
Admiral Edward Stitt, surgeon-gen- 
eral of the navy, declared in his an- 
nual report today that only 15 cases 
of typhoid occurred in the navy dur- 
ing 1927. He said “No individual! 
who had received the complete course 
(of inoculation) was attacked.” 

Anti-cholera vaccine was given to 
13,900 members of the expeditionary 
forces in China, and no cases of the 
disease were reported. Influenza. 
which showed 15,926 cases per 100.- 
000, took the highest toll of life, in 
combination with other respiratory dis- 
eases, and the report condemned “seri- 
nus overcrowding” and overheating in 
living quarters on board ship as 
causes, recommending installation of 
radiators on the larger vessels. 

“Aviation medicine” consisted large- 
ly of research to determine an appli- 
cants “temperamental adaptability” 
to flying. 

Aviation casualties were grouped 
with other deaths by violence, which 
totaled 248 for the year. The S-4 dis- 
aster raised the total for drownings 


‘to 95, or 24 per cent more than the 


average for the preceding five years. 
Other fatal accidents had varied 
causes, from “riding on a roller coast- 
er, to being “attacked by an unidenti- 
fied Mexican at Los Angeles.”

FOR DOOMED SHEPPARD 


New Evidence Obtained, 


Lawyers for Condemned | 


Man Tell Governor 


Request for a 30-day respite for 
R. H. Sheppard, under death sentence 
for killing Homer Fowler with an ax, 
was submitted to Governor L. G. 
Hardman Saturday by attorneys rep- 
resenting the condemned man. The 
attorneys stated that they had ob- 
tained new evidence in the case and 
desired time in which to make an in- 
vestigation. 

The governor already had agreed 
to hear a petition for clemency for 
Sheppard at a hearing set for Tues- 
day. 
At the trial for Sheppard it was 
charged that he killed Fowler witb ap 
ax during a drunken brawl in a 
house on Marietta street. Sheppard 
denied that he struck Fowler with the 
ax but testified that he hit the victim 
with his fist. Other evidence was in- 
troduced to the effect that Sheppard 
not only killed Fowler with the ax 
but returned and struck several] other 
blows with the ax as Fowler lay pros- 
trate. 

The execution of Sheppard is set 
for Wednesday in the electric chair 
at Milledgeville and he will be exe- 
cutefl unless-the governor interferes 
in the case. Governor Hardman was 
not at his office Saturday but is 
expected to return to duty Monday 
after a 10-day absence due to illness. 


GREENE COUNTY GET 
$30,000 FOR CARYN 


Greensboro, Ga., December 15.— 
(Special.)—Greene county this year 
enjoyed one of its most prosperous 
years of the county's history. This 
was especially true in dairy products, 
approximately $300,000 being realized 
from sales. 

Although the cotton sales fell short 


this year of the mark of 1927, farm- 
ers were pleased and fairly satisfied, 
considering the activities of the boll 
weevil.

Many Colleges Added to 
Closed List as Epidemic 
Spreads.

Washington, December 15.—(?)— 
The close of the week brought addi- 
tional reports from many parts of the 
country .schools and colleges letting 
out earlier than usual for the Christ- 
mas recess because of the widespread 
outbreak of influenza. 


While the United States public 
health service here has been in close 
touch with its officers throughont the 
country, few reports were received. to- 
day, and these failed to disclose any 
material change in the situation. 

A dispatch from Seattle to the 
health service said the disease w: 
“quite prevalent” in that city, ar 
that a number of cases had develop 
among the personnel at Port Town- 
near there. 

Another report told of cases develop- 
ing in Charleston, S. C., while a dis- 
patch from a government contract hos- 
pital at San Pedro, Calif., requested 
additional funds because of outbreaks 
of the disease among merchant sea- 
men in that port.

Bodies: of Well-Dressed

Near Bungalow in New 
York Suburb. 


EFFORT TO HIDE 
IDENTITY OF PAIR 


Police Theory Is That 
Lovers Tryst Resulted 
in Slaying Similar to 
Derussey Lane Crime. 


Franklin Square, Long Island, N. 
Y., December 15.—(United News.)— 
A double murder, having many char- 
acteristics similar to the still unsolved 
murders of the Rev. Edward Wheeler 
Hall and Mrs. Florence Mills, puz- 
zled police of this little Long Island 
hamlet tonight. 

The bodies of a man and woman 
were found today, shot to death and 
at different sides of a little bungalow. 
Both were well groomed. There was 
every indication they had been sur- 
prised in a tryst and, trying to run, 
were shot and killed. 

In those details this double mur- 
der compares with that affair of sev- 
eral years ago when a minister and 
choir singer were found shot to death 
in DeRussey’s lane near New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. 

But the bodies of the Rev. Hall 
and Mrs. Mills were identified almost 
immediately. No one yet has been 
able to identify the two bodies found 
this morning by a laborer. 

Discovered by Worker.

a brown suit of unusually good tex- 
ture. 

Both had been shot through the 
head with .45 and .38 calibre bui- 
lets. 

Woman Heard Shooting. 


The couple apparently was _ shot 


about 3 a. m. today as Mrs. Alffed 


Averell, who lives some 200 yards 
distant from the deserted cottage, said 
she heard shooting at that time. There 
was a distinct rattle of shooting, she 
said, which lasted about two minutes. 
Then there was quiet and she did 
not even hear motor cars after that 
time, ‘ 

The woman’s face was badly dis- 
figured by the bullets which pene- 
trated her head. The man also was 
shot in the head and the bullet had 
traced almost the entire length of 
his torso. 

Immediately thoughts of the police 
turned fo that puzzling murder mys- 
tery of New Jersey when they started 
attempting to solve this double traz- 
edy of Long Island. They recalled 
that the Rev. Hall and Mrs. Mills 
were lovers and that they had numer- 
ous trysting places. The last meet- 
ing place was in shaded and dark De- 
Russey’s lane, under an apple tree, 
and it was there that their bodies 
were found. 

Captain Harold King, of the state 
police, in attempting to reconstruct 
this double crime, today said he be- 
lieved an event similar to the Hall- 
Mills case had transpired. 

He believed this couple killed to- 
day might have been carrying on a 
love affair. That she was a married 
woman there was no question, ac- 
cording to officers, for there were 
creases on her finger showing a wed- 
ding ring had been worn. 


Try to Hide Identity. 


They were perhaps having one of 

their secret meetings. They were 
surprised. They attempted to run. 
As the man and woman separated, 
one running one way. around the 
house and the other the other way. 
their attackers started shooting and 
both lovers were killed. 
_ There was every attempt to hide 
identity of the two. The man’s 
pockets had been turned inside out. 
Markings in the clothing were torn 
away. The woman's wedding ring 
had been ripped from her finger. 

The woman gave every indication of 
a person of striking appearance. Her 
features were finely chiseled, although 
her face almost had been torn away 
by bullets. She appeared to be about 
25 years old and of medium build. 
She was a brunette. The man ap- 
peared to be in his late thirties. 

The similarity between this case 
and the Hall-Mills case was striking. 
In the latter one, which occurred in 
November, 1923, the couple had gone 
to their last tryst at a Dover's lane 
for the section of New Jersey be- 
tween Somerville and New Brunswick.

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BUILDING PERMITS 
THREATEN RECORD 


With Two Weeks to Go, 

Total for This Year Is 
Only $606,658 Short of 
Highest Figure. 


With Atlanta’s 1928 building per- 
mits within $606,658 of the 1923 rec- 
ord of $27,094,912, this city has a 
fair chance of shattering building rec- 
ords for all time this year, it was 
seen Saturday from a study of figures 
obtained from the office of C. J. 
Bowen, city building inspector. 

Permits for this year through Sat- 
urday totaled $26,488,254, and, with 
half of the month remaining, it 13 
likely that the 1923 record will be 
rivaled or surpassed, it was said. The 


'day’s business Saturday at the build- 


ing inspector’s office was $75,100, 
while Friday's business, exclusive of 
the Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph permit for $5,500,000, was 
$265,800. The month’s total through 
[Thursday was $482,515. 

The unprecedented amount of build- 
ing permits this year was driven tu 
Saturday's figure by the permit ob- 
tained Friday by the Southern Bell 
Telephone company for its new build- 
ing on the northeast corner of Au- 
burn avenue and Ivy street. The 
telephone company took out a permit 
for a 25-story building with base- 
ment and sub-basement to be erected 
at an estimated cost of $5,000,000. 

Expansion Planned. 

It was explained by telephone com- 
pany officials that the company’s 
building program contemplates the 
erection of a six-story structure at a 
cost of $1,000,000, with allowance for 
future expansion, the additional sto- 
ries to be erected on the six-story 
unit when the business of the com- 
pany warrants such a move. The $5,- 
900,000 permit, however, is on the 
books of the building inspector, and 
is counted to Atlanta’s credit in the 
building inspector's permit compila- 
tion for the year. 

Permits up to December 1 amount- 
ed to $20,116,789, while the permits 
for December to date total $6,371,465, 
of which $5,815,800 came Friday. The 
May permits were second highest for 
the year, totaling $5,910,349.

STEPS TO REMEDY 
SITUATION URGED 


Stewart Letter Says 
Teachers Have 20 Per 
Cent More Pupils Than 
Accredited Body Allows. 


A serious situation faces Atlanta's 
high schools with final warnings re- 
ceived from Dr. J. S, Stewart, of the 
University of Georgia, representing 
the Southern Association of Accred- 


ited Schools, by the school principals | 


that unless the excess overloading of 
teachers is relieved, Atlanta high 
schools will be dropped from the list 
of accredited schools at the next an- 
nual meeting. 

This statement was made Saturday 
by Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superintend- 
ent of schools, in a letter to George 
W. Powell, president of the board of 
education, and a communication to 
the press, 

Pointing out that the school admin- 
istration, through the superintendent 


and the superintendent in charge of - 


high schools, has repeatedly called this 
condition to the attention of the board 
of education, the finance committee 
and the city council, Dr. Sutton de- 
clared, that he feels the condition is 
so serious that all who are interested 


in schools should be notified of the 
facts contained in Dr. Stewart's Iet- 
ters. Copies of the letters are being 
sent to the mayor, members o€ the 
board of education, members of city 
council, and to the presidents of the 
Parent-Teacher associations of the 
four high schools involved, Dr. Sutton 
said. 
More Space Needed. 


In the case of the two senior high 
schools for boys, Boys’ High and Tech 
High, Dr. Stewart also made it very 
emphatie that, in addition to relieving 
the overloading of teachers, Atlanta 
must provide space and adequate 
housing facilities for the senior high 
boys, Mr. Sutton pointed out. 

Teachers in the junior and senior 
high schools of Atlanta are teaching 
20 per cent more children than is al- 
lowed by the association, and they 


also are teaching a greater number 


of periods, Dr, Sutton explained in 
his statement to the press. 

“There is another condition to 
which they object, and that is the 
housing of the two institutions, Boys’ 
High and Tech High, in the same 
building,” Dr. Sutton said. “This last 
proposition they are willing for us to 
have a year or two to solve, but the 
other requires instant relief. In other 
words, we must have more teachers 
on February 1 or we will be dropped 
from the accredited list at the next 
meeting of the association. The un- 
derscoring of the word ‘final’ in these 
letters is not mine, but Dr. Stewart’s, 
who represents Georgia on the com- 
mittee from the southern association, 
I should hate to see our city humiliat- 
ed in this way.” 

Pleaded for More Money. 


Dr. Sutton said that for three years 
he has pleaded for better appropria- 
tiors for public schools, and has in- 
formed the finance committee of coun- 
cil and the board of education mem- 
bers tnat if Atlanta continued to over- 
load classes the Southern Association 
of Colleges would drop this city from 
the accredited list. “We have reached 
the limit in this proposition,” he said. 

The superintendent pointed out that 
the schools of Atlanta are operating 
now with 33 per cent less clerical help 
than in 1926, and with more than 
5,000 additional children, and that the 
schools are operating with 111 less 
teachers than in 1926, 

Letters addressed to H. O. Smith, 
principal of Boys’ High school. and 
W. O. Cheney, princ:pal of Tech High 
school, by Dr. Stewart point out that 
he is instructed by the Southern As- 
sociation of Accredited Schools to give

EFFORT TO RECORD 
DEATH CHAIR ACTS 
OF HEART FAILS 


New York, December 15.—(4)— 
Rut for a last minute slip-up, TAomas 
Moran, executed Brooklyn gangster, 
might have made an important con- 
tribution to science by his death in the 
electric chair. 

Dr. Horatio B. Williams, of Colum- 
bia university, revealed today that he 
had planned to photograph the ac- 
tion of Moran’s heart at the instant 
the death switch was thrown and a 
few minutes afterward to determine 
the response of the heart to electric 
shocks. 

With all the necessary equipment 
installed in a room adjoining the death 
chamber at Sing Sing prison, where 
Moran’ was electrocuted early yester- 
day, Dr. Williams said “A little ac- 
cident interferred.” He did not dis- 
close its nature, He intimated the ex- 
periment would be carried out on a 
future occasion, 

Dr. Williams’ said his researches 
were to ascertain the most effective 
methods of resuscitating persons ac 
cidentally shocked by electric current. 

The photograph was to have been 
obtained ‘through electrodes applied te 
Moran’s arms and legs. A needle of 
light playing up and down over the 
surface of a smoked drum would re- 
cord the heart movements on a film.

Danville, Ill., December 15.—(#)— 
From corn stalks to newspaper in six 
hours was an epitome of the achieve- 
ment of modern science. today in the 
publication of the Danville Commercial 
News. 

A special edition of 100 pages print- 
ed on corn stalk paper was issued by 
the Commercial News, it being the 
first time such paper has been used 
by a newspaper. 

This unique edition actually was 
printed on paper made from stalks 
grown on farms surrounding Danville. 
It was described as heralding a new 
epoch in the paper industry as well as 
creating a new market for farm prod- 


The corn stalk pulp was manufac- 
tured by a Danville company and 
made into paper by a manufacturing 
company at Kalamazoo, the entire 
process requiring only six hours of 
actual operation. Discovery of the 
use of corn stalks for paper was made 
by Dr. Bela Dorner, of Hungary. 

Almost simultaneously with the pub- 
lication of the Commercial News, the 
Prairie Farmer, national farm maga- 
zine published at Chicago, printed its

Not Less Than 50 Stations 


With Maximum Power 
Sought. 


New York, December 15.—(4)— 
Further increase in the number of 
clear channels, with the use of maxi- 
mum power on such channels, is urged 
in a review of the broadcast -realloca- 
tion by radio engineers. 

Other recommendations are 
by the engineers who comprise the 
committee on broadcast allocation of 
the radio division of the National 
Electrical Mannfacturers’ association. 
Members of this committee are C. W. 
Horn, Julius Weinberger, Dr. Alfred 
N, Goldsmith, Ray H. Manson, Louis 
B. F. Raycroft and Edgar H. Felix. 

A summary of the report, made 
public tonight by the association, 
stated : 

“While the committee commends the 
radio commission for having reduced 
the number of stations broadcasting 
simultaneously with the effect of les- 
sening interference. it feels that the 
commission has failed to accomplish 
the prime purpose for which it was 
organized—the reduction of the num-

ber of stations licensed. 


“The commission is urged to adopt | 
a standard basis for rating of broad- | 
casting stations for the purpose of de- | 
ciding the relative service of two or | 


more stations. 

“The committee reiterates its sup- 
port of the engineers’ plan of broad- 
cast allocation which calls for °50 
cleared channels, and originally 60. 
The adoption of 40 cleared channels is 
a step in the right direction but does 
not go far enough. 

“Only repeal of the Davis amend- 
ment will be helpful in the present 
emergency. Modifying zone boun- 
daries and the number of zones, no 
matter how skillfully done, cannot be 
a fair basis for equalization because 
any zoning plan is certain to discrimi- 
nate against one zone or another. 

“Maximum power should be 
on all cleared channels so that 
greatest number of listeners may 
served, 

“Having as an infallible barometer 
of broadcasting popularity the sale of 
receivers in all territories, the com- 
mittee condemns any unwarranted re- 
striction of chain programs. 

“The committee is opposed to the 
publicity given by the commission to 
experiments in station synchronization 
in advance of the time that the prac- 
tical problems of such synchronization 
are solved.”

43 STATIONS; 13 
TO BE IN SOUTH 


The largest radio hook-up ever to be 
used for a commercial program soon 
will carry the Sonora broadeast over 
the Columbia chain, according to an 
announcement by P. L. Deutsch, presi- 
dent of the Sonora Phonograph com- 
pany of New York. 

“Tp to the present time,” says Mr. 
Deutsch, “we have been using 
twenty of the Columbia chain's 
tions owned and operated by the Unit- 
ed Independent Broadcasters in the 
east and middle west. But under the 
new contract we shall be using 45 sta- 
tionds stretching literally ‘from coast 
to coast and from north to south and 
bringing the Sonora weekly program 
within the range of every radio re- 
ceiver in the country.” 

The first broadcast over this huge 
network of 43 stations will take place 
at S:30, Atlanta time, on Thursday, 
December 27, and, as heretofore, the 
Sonora program will originate in the 
Sonora recording laboratories in New 
York city, being carried by remote 
control to the key stations of the Co- 
lumbia chain for transmission to every 
part of the country.

PATENT RIGHTS UPHELD 


Radio Commission Refuses 
To Revoke Licenses. 


Washington, December 15.—(#)— 
Louis G. Caldwell, general counsel of 
the radio commission, has expressed 
an opinion today that the present 
status of litigation over patents in 
which the Radio Cogporation of Ameri- 
ca is involved did not eonstitute a 
basis for a refusal by the commis- 
sioner of licenses to the corporation 
under the radio act. 

The supreme court recently denied 
a petition by the Radio Corporation 
that an injunction granted Arthur D. 
Lord under the Clayton anti-trust law 
be set aside. Immediately after the 
petition was denied the commission 
was asked by the Radio Protective 
association to revoke all the corpora- 
tion’s licenses, 

In his opinion, Caldwell said, the 
denial of the petition did not consti- 
tute a final judgment. The merits of 
the case, he said, may still be de- 
termined by the-trial court and such

Miss Morgan has promoted sports 
of other sorts for sOme of the various 
works in which she is interested. She 
introduced whippet racing to New 
York as a sport—though it subsequent- 
ly became a racket. Also, she tried 
to promote a tennis match between 
Tilden and Richards and some of the 
French players for the fund for devas- 
tated France. But the United States 
Lawn Tennis association forbade the 
matches. .“ 

Now Miss Morgan is backing the 
International Golf exposition, the pro- 
eeeds of which will go to the new 
clubhouse of the American Women's 
association. This is not a charity— 
by the way—though it is a pet project 
of Miss Morgan’s. 

Trimming the Pachyderms, 

Following the success of Miss Mor- 
gan in the field of amateur sports 
promotion, Mrs. Marshall Field, of 
Chicago, sponsored a wrestling match 
under the pineapple trees beside Lake 
Michigan. Mrs. Field’s acquaintance 
with the pachyderms and their habits 
was quite as limited as’ Miss Mor- 
gan’s with the cauliflowers before she 
made the first centure. 

Mrs. Field managed to emerge from 
this adventure with $19,000 for her 
pet charity, and Mr. Jack Curley still 
in wondering how she did it. Mr. 
Curley, who has been dealing exten- 
sively in pachyderms. all of his life, 
never drew that much profit from one 
wrestling bout. The pachyderms, he 
contends, eat up all of the profits, 
and if you ever have seen a pachy- 
derm at the table you will know that 
Mr. Curley does not exaggerate. 

Miss Morgan sat out her first/prize- 
fight and remained to the bitter end. 
But Mrs. Field did not stay for the 
duration of the wrestling bout. Very 
few people can sit that long, no mat- 
ter how polite and considerate they 
may be of the feelings of the pachy- 
derins, 

In about the third hour one of the 
Zbyszko boys, wrestling in the main 
event, caught his opponent in the toe 
hold and preceeded to apply pressure. 
Mrs. Field was located in a fPingside 
box direetly in range of the flying 
pachyderms, She arose hurriedly at 
the psychological moment, . tendering 
her apologies to all concerned. She 
explained that she did not want to sit 
there until one of the pachyderms 
was thrown into her lap. 

Which was quite discreet. There 
have been times when one infuriated 
pachyderm has seized his opponent and 
hurled him out to one or two of the 
customers. And if Zbyszko had known 
that Mrs. Field was getting $19,000, 
he might have hit her with a pachy- 
derm by way of protest. 

Wrestling at Princeton. 

Speaking of pachydermy, I have

It seems that 
it is in no sense a private wrestling 
match, but that anybody who feels so 
inclined may take off his coat, step 
into the ring and see if he can qualify 
for piano moving. The last time your 
correspondent wrestled was with Kid 
Gleason, young correspondent winning 
only one fall out of five and carrying 
with him the firm conviction that the 
Kid let him have this one so that the 
match would not appear too one-sided. 

It Is Just as Well. 

Since Miss Morgan pioneered the 
cauliflower industry other ladies have 
ventured into it with no little success. 
Mrs. William Randolph Hearst pro- 
moted several bouts for the milk fund 
and showed some net profits that made 
Mr. Rickard quite envious. 

Perhaps it is just as well that all 
of the women sports promoters are 
amateurs in heart and spirit. Other- 
wise the racket might ruined for 
the dumber males in it.

We have heard of stumblebums who 
slip about the country fighting about 
every night, but never have we heard 
any of. them admitting it. But Strib- 
ling has a reason. He avers that he 
can progress in more satisfactory 
fashion fighting thuswise than in a 
sym and perhaps he has the right 
idea. | 

Stribling Agrees. 

His two fights on successive nights 
came about in this manner: Over in 
Augusta they have been holding a 
heavyweight elimination tournament, 
for what reason we don’t know. and 
three weeks ago William Lawrence 
averred that he would meet the win- 
ner Friday, December 21. Mean- 
while, Macon fans and admirers of

FOOTBALL NOLONGER TARGET 


Grid Sport Enriches Schools and Helps Pay for All Other Games 


OF EDUCATORS’ CRITICISM

New York, December 15. 


The annual barrage against football ap- 


parently is going to be late in making its appearance this year, if, in- 


deed, it makes its appearance at all. 


The football season is over, but, not 
one prominent ‘educator so far as 
known has scored football as “the 
evil of the college campus.” 

Criticizing strenuous sports has 
ever been a popular fad among those 
who lead placid lives. Football has 
been a target for criticism dating as 
far back as 1583, when “foot balle,” 
a forerunner of the present game, was 
| played in England.” 

Phillip Stubbes in his “Anatomie of 
called “foot balle,” more “a 
| bloody and murderots practice than 
‘a fellowy sport of pastime.” 

Was Termed “Unfit.” 

President Charles Eliot, of MHar- 
vard, in his annual report of 1895,

said of football: “The game of foot- 
ball grows worse and woise as regard 
to foul and violent play and the num- 
ber and gravity of the injuries which 
the players suffer. It has become per- 
fectly clear that the game as now 
played is unfit for college sport.” 
More recently William Allen White 
paraphrased the opposition against 


football by his famous remark, “The 


‘tail is wagging the dog’—the tail be- 
‘ing football and the dog the college. 


The main charge against modern 
football is “overemphasis.” Upwards 
of 30,000,000 persons paid more than 
$50,000,000 to see the football games 
played from coast to coast the past 
season. The Notre Dame eleven alone 
played to almost a half a_ million. 
Pennsylvania drew 465,000. The 
Army drew almost 400,000. The 
Army-Navy game at Soldier's Field, 
Chicago, attracted the largest crowd, 


Now It Pays the Bills. 


| Football pays the bills for almost 
all college sports and encourages ath- 
'letics for all. The annual report of 
'the University of Pennsylvania illus- 
| trates the point. Football receipts at 
Pennsylvania totaled $936,838.56 and 
showed a profit of $460,503.56. Out 
of 15 other sports,-only one other, 
basketball, showed a profit, and only 
a mere $24,754.26 in comparison to 


| the large sum realized from football. 


Football is no longer considered “a 
brutal game.” In 1905 President 
Roosevelt called a conference of rep- 


resentatives from Princeton, Harvard 
and Yale to discuss ways and means 
to preserve the game, Several schools, 
including Columbia, California and 
Stanford temporarily abandoned foot- 
ball at this time. 

Yet there are more 


injuries and 


| deaths caused by football now than in 


ithe game. 


1905, but this is accounted for by the 
fact that more players by _ several 
times play the game today than did in 
those days. The percentage of cas- 
ualties is about the same. 

Nineteen deaths were caused by 
football the past season. This is two 
more than in 1927 and one less than 
the highest total in recent years, 20 
in 1925. 

Football deaths and injuries are 
due in a large measure to starting men 
who are not in proper physical con- 
dition to stand the hard knocks of 
according to Keene Fitz- 
patrick, Princeton trainer. 

Fitzpatrick’s Idea. 

“The greatest difficulty is that in 
many schools and colleges scrim- 
mages are started too soon,” he said. 
“The men have not become hardened 
and cannot stand the battering.” 

Few of the larger colleges had 
many casualties the past season. Only 
three college stars died from football 
injuries. Miles Fox, Navy halfback, 
died on Anugust 31 after having been 
rendered unconscious by a sunstroke 
in practice the previous day. James 
Fenton, Holy Cross, died from a spine 
injury received in practice September 
11. Leo Goodreau, Villanover quar- 
terback, died October 2 from a broken 
neck received four days previous in 
practice. 

Fitzpatrick believes that every boy

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‘Hoosier Playboy’ 
Flirts 14 Years 


With Ring Fame 


Indianapolis, December 15.—(#)— 
The boxing game seldom has produc- 
ed a figure that has been so close to 
fame and yet so far away as the ven- 
erable Chuck Wiggins of Indianapolis. 

After 14 years in the ring Wiggins’ 
only title is that of “Hoosier playboy.” 
A half million dollars have slipped 
through his fingers because he, at 
times, took neither himself nor his op- 
yonent seriously. 

Because the Illinois commission 
barred him for six montns for a foul 
blow he is in disrepute in 27. other 
states affiliated with the Lllinois body. 

Seldom in the last half dozen years 
has he bothered with hard work before 
a bout; a little bag punching, setting 
up exercises and a few rounds’ of 
sparring the week before the bout. He 
has been known to enter the ring with- 
out any training. 

A fine physique, natural skill and 
ring craft enabled the Hoosier to carry 
on, winning oftener than he lost, but 
occasionally being outpointed by in- 
feriors. When he was “right” Wig- 
vins was regarded as one of the 
“toughest” heavyweights of the ring. 

Ile guve the late Harry Greb haif 
a dozen of the hardest fights the for- 
mer middleweight champion ever had. 
The same was true with the Gibbons 
brothers. Wiggins usually was willing 
to meet anybody his manager suggest- 
ed and last year participated in more 
than 40 bouts.

Outlook in Rubber Industry 
Best in Quarter of Century 


BY F. R. HENDERSON, 
President of the Rubber Exchange of 
New York, 

Probably at no time in the last 
25 years has the rubber industry look- 
ed forward with more confidence to 

a new year than at present. 


Give consideration to the fact that 
20 years ago the total production of 
rubber, wild and plantaticn, amount- 
ed to slightly less than 70,000 tons. 
In 1928 the world will have consum- 
ed nearly 700,00 tons. Then you will 
better understand the enormous 
growth of the industry. Wha® the 
rubber tire manufacturer has accom- 
plished under most trying conditions 
has largely contributed to the growth 
of the automobile industry. 

After the deflation of 1921, when 
rubber as well as other commodities 
experienced a precipitate drop i 
values, the rubber industry was un- 
dergoing a period of readjustment 
when the Stevenson law was en- 
ly enacted, controlling the output of 
the crude material in an area tha

| dominated the world’s supply at that 


time. 

It was almost impossible for the 
manufacturer in this country to base 
his selling price on his rubber costs 
with any degree of certainty. Sup- 
plies were withheld in the British 
east to a point where prices were 
forced up. 

This could only be partially passed 
on to the public or ultimate con 
sumer, but when the resultant de- 
clines took place as is usual there 
was no way of avoiding serious losses 
on the stocks on hand. On November 
1, 1928, the British restriction law 
was rescinded, and for the first time 
in six years the crude rubber market 
ean now find its economic level. 
Knowledge of conditions in produc- 
ing and consuming marke: can be 
given consideration and study which, 
of course, has been impossible under 
government regulation.

porations Can’ Succeed 
“With Modern Methods. 


Champaign, Ill, December 15.—(f) 
After four years of managir 32 
farms in central Illinois under a 
practical business system, Joseph J. 
Johnson, director of the farm manage- 
ment department of a Champaign bank, 
today expressed the view that agri- 
culture would eventually come under 
control of corporations or expert 
managers. 

His outlook is simiiar to the new 
idea expounded at the convention of 
the American farm bureau federation 


this week where cooperative produc- 
tion played a prominent part in dis- 
cussions of farm relief. 

Mr. Johnson, as farm manager of 
the Champaign bank, controls the 
operations of 7,500 acres on the 32 
farms of this model “corporation.” 
All are ope .ted by tenants of the 
land owners in cooperation with Mr. 
Johnson, 

When a farm takes 
son system, a map of th. property 
is made, so:] tests conducted and a 
building and equipment survey taken. 
Then a five-year program of crops 
rotation is laid out, built chiefly 
around a big profit crop which in this 
region is corn, and including complete 
refertilization of the soil during the 
five-year period. 

Under the system, th  tenant- 
operator receives one-half of all 
crops produced, the remainder going 
to the owner. 

As an example of how the Johnson 
system functions, the 52U-acre farm 
owned by W. IR. Chambers in Cham- 
paign county was cited. ‘This farm 
during the last five years showed a 
net return of $19,620.14, amounting 
.to 6.13 per cent on the investment, 
and the figures, complete in every 
detail of modern big business cost- 
finding, include interest, depreciation 
and labor. 

This farm was on a five-year rota- 
tion of oats, wheat, corn and soy 
beans. During this time, the oats 
averaged $7.73 per acre; beans 
$14.16; wheat $16.33 and corn $19.31. 
All grain was marketed at regular 
market prices, but the yield was 
about 25 per cent higher than the 
average Champaign county farm. 

Johnson said it cost on the average 
farm $26 to produce “40 bushels of 
corn per acre which sold for $28 while 
the Chambers farm spent $29 per 
acre to produce 70 bushels which sold 
for $49.

+ “was “Valley Forge; Past and Pres- 


ent.” This afforded a valuable study 
of the history of Valley Forge, and of 
the national shrine now in this sacred 
spot. The committee on patriotic edu- 
' ation in this chapter that had charge 
of the contest was composed of Wheel- 
er Tolbert. Mrs. John B. VDeacock 
and Mrs. James K. Lockhart. The 
winner read his essay at the Decem- 
’ ber meeting of the chapter, at which 
time the prize of $5 in gold was 
awarded to him. The essay follows: 
“Valley Forge, a village in Chester 
county, Pennsylvania, is about twenty 
miles northwest of Philadelphia. In 
December, in 777, 
George Washington with about 11,- 
000 troops went into winter quarters 
at Valley Forge. During the winter, 
the army suffered very greatly. They 
were poorly clothed and fed and suf- 
fered from the cold. There were about 
1,000 huts with twelve men in each. 
These things rendered about half the 


| ter was very severe and the snow cov- 


ered everything. When the men 
marched, they left bloody footprints 
in the snow. Many were the nights 
that they sat around the campfire to 
keep warm rather than go to bed and 
freeze. As Washington would make 


his rounds of* inspection, the men 
would stagger to their feet to salute 
him. Although no actual fighting oc- 
curred at Valley Forge, it is one of 
the most sacred spots in America. 
Washington and his men left the en- 
campment in Jime, 1778. 

“Tt was at Valley Forge that Baron 
Steuben became inspector general of 
the army, and the treaty of alliance 
with France was announced May 6, 
1778. In the meantime the British 
lived in peace and plenty at Phila- 
de! phia. 

“About 760 acres at Valley Forge 
have been made into Valley Forge 
park. The honse which.was occupied 
by Washington is still standing. This 
house was built ‘in 1758 and owned 
by Isaac Potts. The - Washington 
Memoria! chapel has been recently 
built. One monument is surrounded 
by four cannons. ‘There, are many 
buildings of which one is a museum. 
There are modern highways running 
from one place of interest to another. 
Not many of the log cabins remain 
now, but others have been built which 
look almost like those of 1777. They 
are now building three homes and are 
going to name them after three great 
generals. Some of the breastworks 
put up in 1777 are still standing, and 
trees are growing on some of it. The 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion have furnished several houses at 
Valley Forge. About a quarter of a 
million visitors go there each year. 
At the eastward entrance -is an arch 
which cost about $100,000. The goy- 
ernment has put about $365,000 at 
Valley Forge.’’

“Let us avoid books which illus- 
trate cruelty, robbery, wrong doing or 
glorify war.

readers. There are also many good 
books which tends to instill in the 
youthful minds thoughts of kindness 
and love for all living creatures. 

“As there are many toys which seem 
to arouse only the desire to hurt or 
kill, you are urged to avoid giving 
such toys to young people. Among 
such objectionable toys are whips, 
guns, pistols, swords and sling-shots. 
Not only is the handling of such toys 
dangerous to eyesight and bodily wel- 
fare, but their use often stimulates 
the baser animal instincts. They en- 
courage the shooting of birds and the 
wounding and destruction of helpless 
creatures and often injury to human 
beings. 

“(Choose toys that are interesting 
and instructive, which will be en- 
joyed by the average child and leave 
no destructive impression on the 
mind. A child’s mind receives and 
holds the early impressions, even 
those transmitted in play. Therefore, 
we must, in the selection of Christ- 
mas gifts, choose only what is likely 
to foster in the mind of the child the 
real meaning of the Golden Rule.

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Home Economics, Better Hom 
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Chairman Suggests Program 


Miss Clara Lee Cone, chairman of 
home economics and better homes, 
fifth district, P.-T. A., submits the 
following suggested program: “In 
accordance with the state program for 


home economics and better homes, the 
fifth district has two major objections: 
One of these is the promotion of the 
education of men and women in the 
profession of homemaking and the 
other is the stimulation of the inéer- 
est of parents in homemaking edu- 
cation for young people. In order to 
accomplish these objections the pro- 
gram includes a number of sugges- 
tions. If « P.-T. A. through | its 
home economies’ chairman, actively 
follows these suggestions, the home 
economic program can be made effee- 
tive, 

“First, each P“T. A. should have at 
least one program «devoted to home 
economics, in form of a talk, a demon- 
stration or an exhibit on one of the 
following phases: Nutrition, clothing 
and textiles, home care of the sick, 
budgeting home management, child de- 
velopment, family relationships. 

“Second, an active interest in the 
problem of the school lunch. The 
provision of a nourishing edsily dis 
gested lunch is of utmost importance 
in promoting the physical, and to some 
extent, the mental development of the 
child. In a few schools in the fifth 
hot lunch is provided in a 
lunch room or cafeteria, but in many, 
it is necessary to bring lunch from 
home. Information in regard to suit- 
able lunches can be obtained from 


the book ‘P.<T. A. Interpretations of 
Food.’ 

“Third, encourage the use of. 
home management apartments or cot- 
tages for home economics departments 
in high schools, as the teaching is 
more effective when done in a home- 
like atmosphere. Several of these 
apartments are already in use and 
several under construction in the fifth 
district. 

Fourth, cooperate with the greater 
use of cotton campaign, sponsored by 
the Georgia Hlome Economics associ- 
ation. Realizing Georgia's problem 
in finding a market for her cotton, 
this association is attempting to pro- 
mote the greater use of cotton for 
clothing and in the home. One of the 
slogans is ‘Every School Dress a Cot- 
ton Dress.” also encourage the use of 
cotton rugs, draperies, cotton shoes in 
summer and cotton stockings for 
sports wear. It is only through the 
cooperation of the P.-T. A. and other 
organizations that success of this 
campaign ean be secured. 

“Fifth, cooperate with the national 
better homes movement, which should 
be stressed throughout the year. This 
program stresses not only the mate- 
rial side of the home, but the social 
and spiritual aspects of home life as 
well. The [.-T. A. can cooperate by 
participating in local exhibits and by 
planning special better homes pro- 
grams.

Washington, December 15.—(Spe- | 


cial.) —The unexpected and discon- 


certing results of the national election 
are having equally

Cabinet Places Are Predicted. 

On the authority of one of the 
closest of Hoover's personal asso- 
ciates, shortly following the election, 
I stated in this column that the 
south will be represented in the Hoo- 
ver cabinet—possibly by two chiefs of 
departments. I am now told that the 
prediction holds good and may be as 
sumed as a fortheoming fact. 

The statement is made that the pro- 
president has said that the great 
south “ought to be represented in 
the cabinet of the nation’s president,” 
and he said that before he was nomi- 
nated at Kansas City and elected in 
November; hence it is taken to be one 
of his fixed principles of administra- 
tion. 

Naturally I was curious to learn 
what my confidential friend could sug- 
gest as to possible southern eabinet 
material, so I asked him. He men- 
tioned the names of half @ dozen 
prominent southern republicans whose 
qualifications added to their polities 
might appeal to Hoover.

While relations between France and 
Germany have been going from bad 
to worse, the ill feeling between 
France and Germany has flared up 
again. When the antipathy became 
very marked, a year or sO ago, M. 
Briand turned his amative ability in 
Mussolini's direction and ill will was 
obscured for a time in a midst of 
pleasant words. 

There was nothing substantial to 
back up the words, however, and now 
the ill feeling is again emerging. The 
Anglo-French agreement aroused no 
more enthusiasm in Italy than it did 
in the United States or Germany. 
Italy’s great hope for success in her 
aggressive foreign policy was based

Such cooperation would put a defi- 
nite end to Italy’s dream of adding to 
her north African empire or material- 
ly expanding her influences in Asia 
Minor. At the same time the Italian 
success in bringing Albania under her 
wing has served to bind Jugo-Slavia 
closer to France and to insure French 
aid for the Slay state in the case of 
trouble with Italy. 

Italy thus finds herself fairly sur- 
rounded by the skill of French diplo- 
macy. And it irks her sore. Her 
mounting irritation against France 
burst into hostility when a French 
court imposed only a light prison sen- 
tence on the murder of an Italian 
consular official. Once more the 
Franco-Italian fat is in the fire and 
M. Briand will have to exert all his 
skill to get it out without burning 
his fingers.

Just as the dignitaries of 20 Amer- 
ican states meet in Washington to 
work out a scheme of general arbitra- 
tion for this continent, and while 
the plenipotentiaries are listening to 
speeches telling how peaceful is this 
side of the world in comparison with 
the other, a couple of South American 
neighbors have a shooting scrape and 
their peoples falk of war.

A week :go few citizens of 
this country had ever heard of the 
Now the papers are full 
of it, for it is over the Gran Chaco 
that the quarrel between Bolivia and 
Paraguay rages. This. stretch of 
grassland is claimed by both states 
and each has, in its own opinion, a 
perfectly legal title. Bolivia claims 
it as within her constitutional boun- 
daries and Paraguay claims it as part 
of her original colonial territory. 

Most of the South American states 
were somewhat hurriedly formed and 
as a consequence, their boundaries 
were vaguely drawn. Much of the 
diplomacy between these states since 
their foundation has been devoted to 
straightening out frontier disputes. 
Some have been successfully settled. 
Others, like the Tacna-Arica dispute 
and that over the Gran Chaco, still 
remain as a cause of friction. 

Bolivia has occupied most of the 
disputed area, but Paraguay has pene- 
trated various parts of it. Last week 
the forces of the two countries clash- 
ed, each insisting that the. other was 
an invader. La Paz and Asuncion 
were as prompt to adopt a warlike 
attitude as any Balkan capital under 
similar circumstances. 

An appeal has been made to the

They insist that the Santa Claus 
story is a falsehood, which we tell 
the children. The children discover 
afterward that it is not true and their 
faith in all stories is thus disturbed. 
But I insist that Santa Claus is true. 
Santa Claus is a myth, and myths are 
the deepest verities of the human 
race. They are born in the childhood 
of the race, and we might say that 
they are baby truths. A myth is a 
truth in its infancy. Like all babies. 
if will grow up, and in growing will 
change its form. 

Meaning of a Myth. 

The test of the truth of a myth is 
whether we can grow up—whether it 
can stand the change of form. Indeed 
this is the test of any story, drama, 
idea or ideal. It is the test of trans- 
lation. Can it speak only one lan- 
guage? All truth must have its child- 
hood and speak the language of child- 
hood. The language is the form in 
which the idea is first revealed, but 
if the idea is dependent upon the form 
it is not true and must die. 

The Santa Claus myih personifies 


the faith, which is as old as the race, | 
that despite all the shadows and sor- | 
rows joy and good will shall be tri- | 


umphant. Once a year this embodi- 
ment of merriment and good will. to 
the rhythmic accompaniment, of bells, 
tumbles down the chimney from above 
to put to flight the shadows and dis- 
cords of life. Old Santa personifies 
this spirit of goodness, which comes 
to reward good little girls and boys. 
It is true, because that is just what 
happens on every twenty-fifth of De- 
cember, wherever faith in this little 
old fairy has dominion. This is just 
the first step. When Santa Claus 
ceases to come down the chimney to 


give little children things, he comes 
into the hearts of children. to teach 
them not merely to get but to give, 
and the child who once received Santa 
Claus with joy, plays Santa Claus 
himself with even greater joy. 

It is readily granted that there is 
much to be criticized in the ferm ot 
this myth, though I myself, with the 
musie of sleigh bells playing through 
my memory and the thrill of the gor- 
geous Christmas tree still vibrant in 
my spirit, find it difficult to make the 
criticism. This fat little saint, who 
insists upon making his way down 
sooty chimneys, cannot make the finest 
appeal to the aesthetic nature of chil- 
dren. We might well wish that our 
forefathers had handed down to as a 
fairy story of greater beauty. Old 
Santy, when sometimes too vividly 
portrayed to little children, frightens 
them more than he charms. A little 
tot of a girl clung tremblingly to her 
mother’s hand on Christmas morning 
while dad. disguised as Santa Claus. 
flistributed gifts. When the toys had 
nll been received she said with resnect- 
ful courtesy but qnivering lips, “Now 
old Santa. ‘on ean go back up the 
chimney.” Perhaps we ought to have 
a fairy whom childhood would wel- 
rome not simply for his gifts, but for 
himself. 


Christmas a Birthday. 

But we have found our compensa- 
tion in a very queer mixture of our 
religion with this ethical story. Christ- 
mas is also the birthday of Jesus. 
beauty comes into our Christmas cele- 
bration with the wise men following 
the natal star and the shepherds 
listening to the music of the angels. 
Thus we take the hands of our chil- 
dren and join the wise men and the 
shepherds at the cradle of the Christ 
child. . 

Personally I find no eall to start a 
revolution in our Christmas celebra- 
tion.

Two years ago, when various pow- 
ers met in Pekin to discuss the Chin- 
ese tariff, a resolution was passed de- 
claring that China should be free to 
fix her own tariff schedule after Jan- 
uary 1, 1929. At the same time China 
undertook to abolish “likin.” an in- 
ternational customs tax which was 
and is being levied by every local rul- 
er who has sufficient power to get 
away with it. The two resolutions 
were not in form conditioned one 
upon the other, though it was stated 
at the time that autonomy was to 
be dependent upon China’s success In 
doing away with this aggravating and 
commerce killing tax. 

The Nanking government, resting 
its case only in part on the confer- 
ence resolution, has announced its 
determination to put in force a new 
tariff schedule next year, even though 
“likin” is still collected. In order to 
do this, the Chinese government must 
abrogate existing treaties by which 
she has agreed to keep her tariffs be- 
low 7 1-2 per cent. 

Quite naturally such a proceeding 
is met with objection from the na- 
tions which export goods to China. 
Japan is more heavily interested than 
any other country, the Chinese market 
being the mainstay of Japanese manu- 
facturers. ‘Tokyo has therefore pro- 
tested strongly against the tearing up 
of her treaty and the imposition of 
higher tariffs. She has been bar- 
gaining with Nanking in an effort 
to secure some agreement which will 
protect her markets or at least give 
her some other consideration—suchb as 
the recognition of some $200,000, 
of doubtful loans—for giving up her 
treat ights. 

These | negotiations have 580 far 
come to naught and Nanking has pub- 
lished her new schedule. This sched- 
ule itself seems quite reasonable. 
Luxuries are heavily taxed, but even 
then the average duty is less than 2 

r cent. Nevertheless, Japan re- 
uses to consider it, insisting upon 
its illegality under her treaty.

Instead of 
planting 45,000,000 acres in cotton to 
produce 15,000,000 bales annually or 
less, at a loss of several hundred mil- 
lion dollars to the growers, the same 
supply of the staple should be har- 
vested with efficient farm operation, 
on 30,000,000 acres and at a profit 
to the growers. 

On 900 cotton and corn demonstra- 
tions we have in operation this year 
in counties of nine states, cultivated 
intensively, the reports show yields 
/of from 300 pounds to 1,000 pounds 
of lint cotton per aere, and from 30 
to 70 bushels of corn per acre, and in 
all cases a satisfactory net profit 
per acre over the cost of production. 
In many of the communities the re-

_* Whether Columbus ever saw what 
is known today as the Bay of Ha- 
vana is doubtful as most historians 
agree that his landfall was in north- 
eastern Cuba. It is believed, however 
that the great discoverer’s body was 
returned to the city of Havana. where 
it reposed in the cathedral—stil] 
standing—for a hundred years, 

Proclaimed February 21, 1901, the 
constitution of Cuba» embraces, like 
that of the United States, a legisla- 
tive, an executive and a _ judicial 
branch.

Cuba, too, has a president in 
whom she vests her executive power 
for a term of four years and he, like 
the president of the United States, 
has a cabinet to assist him in hi« 
duties. That cabinet, however. differs 
slightly from that of this country.

It is as dangerous as ever to 
Set arbitrary boundaries to progress 
or to human ingenuity, or to conciade 
that what is new is impossible. 

Professor Langley once remarked 
that -every important invention or 
scientific development had to pass 
through three stages—the first, am 
which the popular verdict was that the 
thing couldn’t possibly be done; the 
second, in which it began te be said 
that perhaps it could be done, but 
even if it could it wouldn't be of any 
use; the last, in which it was impa- 
tiently asserted that, of course, if 
could be done, and everybody had al- 
ways known it. Professor Langley 
said that he himself had seen the air- 
plane pass through all-three. 

Orville Wright, who made the first 
flight, has watched the strengthening 
of the third stage and its transition 
into a fourth, where the airplane is 
univérsally accepted as a permanent 
utility, one of the things taken so 
much as a matter of course that we 
can scarcely recall how we ever get 
along without it. 

The airplane has fought its battle 
and won its place in the community, 
but we still must be watchful lest w 
estimate its development incorrectly 
or plant ourselves in the path of new 
basic discoveries, fortifying ourselves 
and opposing them with the stubborn 
conviction of impossibility which the 
previous generation as a whole en- 
tertained toward human flight in any 
form. 

Skepticism did not terminate with 
1903. Driven reluctantly from its 
front line trenches and compelled to 
admit that there was such a thing as 
an airplane, popular conseryatism dug 
in on the tenet that it was ‘itty a scien- 
tific toy, trickv and dangerous and in- 
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capable of practical use. One need not 
be a veritable pioneer of aeronautics 
to recall the amused tolerance with 
which aircraft enthusiasts were. re- 
garded almost up to 1914. 

A new industrial art or a new form 
of transportation sometimes has to 
overcome that. sort of opposition by 
Steady and gradual progress, unmark- 
ed by sudden changes in public atti- 
tude. 
mobile. First there were a hundred 
cars, then a thousand, ten thousand, 
a million. The rate of increase was 
phenomenally rapid, but fairly con- 
stant. 

The airplane had started along the 
same road, but other factors interven-

So, for example, did the auto-— 


ably totaled 600 or 700. In America 
there were about 270 licensed pilots, 
but many of them were inactive and 
possessed only very limited qualifica- 
tions. 

Fifty-two months later the principal 
powers engaged in the war had some- 
thing like 60,000 machines in service, 
despite the enormous losses of equip- 
ment inevitable under war conditions. 
The number of airplanes built dur- 
ing the year immediately preceding 
the armistice was approximately 120,- 
000, about 14,000 of them being pro- 
duced in the United States. Nearly 
2,000 planes were built in this coun- 
try during the month of October, 
1918. Where there had been less 
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Lhe War Tremendously Accelerated the Growth of Aviation 


ed: -A World War broke out and be- 
came the controlling element deter- 
mining both the amount and the na- 
ture of aeronautical development. The 
influence dominated directly, 
both in~belliferent and in neutral 
countries, for four years. Indirectly 
it is strongly felt even up to the pres- 
ent time. 

In July, 1914, the air forces of the 
American army and navy were almost 
too small for mention, their aggregate 
equipment a couple of dozen air- 
planes, Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many together could mobilize some 
six hundred machines at that date, 
when the airplane already had been 
available for more than ten years. The 
world’s aggregate production of* air- 
planes for the previous year had prob- 


than 600 licensed aviators in the 
United States as late as January, 1917 
—and a considerable proportion of 
those had done no flying for the pre 
vious two years—the army and navy 
later could muster 18,000 pilots. 


The war had many effects on sero- 
nautical development, too. Some of 
them took years to manifest them- 
Selves, but one needed only a few 
weeks. Hostilities had no more than 
Started when it became fully, finally 
and unchallengably evident that the 
airplane was to take a leading place 
among the instrumentalities of war. 
That is clearer now than it was in 
1915 or in 1918... It is an accepted 
fact, which shapes the national de- 
fense policies of the nations of the 
world. When relations are strained 
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between neighboring states it is the 
fear of air attack, swift and terrible, 
that haunts the sleep of premiers and 
war ministers. 

Recognition of the indispensability 
of the airplane as a scout and as an 
auxiliary to naval and military forces 
and of its terrible potentialities as an 
independent weapon of attack would 
have come sooner or later in any Case, 
but it was the war that tremendously 
accelerated its coming. 

Military men, charged with great 
responsibilities for national safety, are 
traditionally slow to espouse panaceas 
reposing only on theoretical argu- 
ments or on peace-time maneuvers. 
Until 1914 the airplane fell in that 
class, and progress was relatively slow, 
especially in the United States, even 
though it was in this country that the 
first military airplane was acquired 
and put into service. In 1914 mili- 
tary air operations were submitted to 
the ordeal by fire and emerged tri- 
umphant. 

In 1913 the aggregate direct ex- 
penditure on American naval aviation 
was less than $50,000. In 1916 this 
had increased to $1,000,000. For 
the current fiscal year the figure is ap- 
proximately $33,000,000. We have 
increased our expenditures thirty-fold 
in a dozen vears, but the usefulness of 
the result has been augmented in an 
even larger proportion, and we are 
getting more for our money now than 
ever before, with 600 qualified pilots 
im the naval service and with up-to- 
date planes of many types for them to 
use. - 

During the current year alone 300 
planes will be purchased and naval 
machines will cover some 20,000,000 
miles. in the period of intensive op- 
erations between July 1 and October 
1 of last summer the service planes 
did an amount of flying equivalent to 
circumnavigating the earth two and 
a half times each day. The comple- 
tion of the program authorized by 
Congress will bring naval aviation by 
1932 imto a proper relation with the 
remainder of the navy. 

The air forces of other countries 
are embarked upon similar programs 
of balancing and development, and 
in each case the air arm is steadily 
increasing its relative weight in the 
general scheme of national defense. 

The growing place of aircraft in 
military operations is due in part te 
the steady improvement in airplane 
performance—but only in part. Much 
is due also to the development of 
accessories making new fields of em- 
ployment possible, and to the innum- 
erable ideas for further use of aircraft 
which have proceeded from ingenious 
minds in and out of the service, and 
have been given the acid test for ap- 
proval or rejection by trial in war or 
m recent years in maneuvers simulat- 
ing war conditions. 

The progress of military and com- 
mercial aviation has been affected by 
the evolution of auxiliary equipment 
and the introduction of new methods 
Of operation as well as by improve- 
ments in the airplane itself. Air trans- 
port could be foreseen readily enough, 
but aerial photographic surveying, 
aerial dusting to fight the boll weevil 
and aerial forest fire patrols hardly 
fell within the scope of imagination 
in the pioneer days. The economic 
Services of the airplane are now en- 
trenched in a dozen fields, dependent 
upon qualities quite different from 
the mere ability to go from one place 
to another at speed beyond the ca- 
pacity of any other vehicle known. 

The idea of transportation by air 
was quick to catch the public fancy. 
Through the days of the Pony Ex- 
press, through the years when village 
boys went down to the station to 
watch the ‘‘Limited’”’ sweep through 
with a shower of sparks, through 
songs of ‘Rolling Down to Rio on 
Great Steamers, White and Gold,” 
improvements in transport have had

JOHN WILLIAMS, WHO HAD REASONS ENOUGH FOR TURNING PIRATE 


ni WAS not difficult for a good 

sailor to turn pirate in the 

| eighteenth centruy. In_ fact, 

it was sometimes very difficult 

for an able seaman with any spirit in 

him to refrain from piracy. A satlor 

who obeyed the law and was in all 

things subject to his masters lived a 

miserable existence most of the time. 

To call it a dog’s life would be. base 
flattery. 

Whether in the navy or serving in 
a merchant ship, the common satlor 
was badly fed, badly clothed, and sub- 
ject at all times to inhuman punish- 
ment. Any officer considered it his 
right and duty to have a common 
sailor beaten with the cat-o’-nine-tails 
for the slightest infraction of dis- 
cipline. 

Voyages of from 10 weeks to SLX 
months duration were regular rou- 
tine. The seamen became Jonely, mo- 
rose, depressed, and inclined to mu- 
tiny, when they had been at sea many) 
weeks on short rations, with vile 
drinking water and worse words from 
their officers. Occasionaily the dis- 
Satisfaction would break out in open 
mutiny, and then somebody was very 
likely to be killed. There was always 
the temptation before the "nen to toss 
their officers overboird an 
take to pirating. That way lay color- 
ful adventure, riches, and the posst- 
bility of. an easy old age.

Williams was an American 
Sadlor of unusual intelligence, hardi- 
hood, and a certatn amount of talent 
for leadership. He was born in the 
village of Chazee, New York, -in 
1789, lived the lite of a sailor of the 
period, turned pirate, and was hanged 
in Boston on February 138, 1819. 

In so brief a paragraph one can en- 
compass the story of his lite. Read- 
ing this simple record, one is inclined 
to say, “Well, what of tt? Just an- 
Other worthless bum, a criminal who 
got what he deserved.” 

But it is interesting and informa- 
tive to look behind the briet outline, 
and learn what made a pirate of John 
Williams. For he was typical of the 
unsuccessful pirate who committed 
one or two crimes and paid the pen- 
alty. 

When Williams was eight years old 
he was sent to Montreal, in care of a 
inerchant named Fitzgerald, to be 
educated and trated for some sort 
of useful mercantile life. He learned 
English, French, and Latin, with some 
mathematics, and remained in school 
until he was seventeen. His father 
then, at his request, apprenticed him 
as a lawyer’s clerk in the office of one 
John Ross. At the end of a six 
months’ trial. period, Williams was 
articled to Ross for seven years. The

contract called for long hours at work ° 


daily, board and clothing to be fur- 
nished by the young man’s father, no 
wages, but an opportunity to learn 
the business of lawyering. 

At the end of a year and a half 
of apprenticeship, Williams was ac- 
cused by his employer of keeping bad 
company. The lawver called in the 
hoy’s father, who proceeded to : 
the hersewhip upon the back of 
wayward son, then about nineteen 
years old. When the indignant par- 
ent tired that he could no 


longer wield the whip, he 
wit}

plied that he would not continue in 
Mmthe service of Lawver Ross. where- 
upon the father and the employer 
joined in a complaint which lodge.

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the duties of parents and masters in 
the early days of the American Re- 
public! 

John Williams spent a month in 
jail, and then six months in the em- 
ploy of a merchant named MckKy. 
The merchant also accused the youag 
man of keeping bad company, and 
discharged him. “So young Williams 
went to Sea. 

He took the pains to steal from his 
employet the sum of. five hundred 
and fitty Spanish dollars, before se- 
creting himself on board the brig 
Mayburn. 

A few weeks later the voung man 
was a cabin boy on the brig Bettsy, 
bound for London. At anchor near 
Gravesend, the brig was boarded by 
His Majesty’s press gang. 

In those days, you may remember 
from your American history, the rep- 
resentatives of His Britannic Majesty 
insisted upon the right to board any 
vessel, under any flag, and impress

given 36 lashes with the cat-o’-nine- 
tails on his bare back, which made the 
horsewhipping by Father Williams 
quite a pleasant retrospect. 

Perhaps we had better set down 
36 more tallies, making 38 toward 
the sum of John’s. justifications for 
turning pirate. 

After a battle with a French ves- 
sel, in which many of the shanghaied 
English sailors - were killed and 
wounded, . young Williams deserted 
while on brief shore leave. He was 
recaptured at: Maidstone, and after 
suitable punishment, was drafted on 
board the Spitfire. - There was an- 
other cruise, more fighting, and Wil- 
liams deserted again. He shipped 
aboard a merchant schooner, and on 
his return to London, four months 
later, he was again captured by the 
press gang. 

This time Williams defended him- 
self by claiming French — citizenship 
and speaking no language but French, 
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“Why don’t you fire?” he shovted. 


into His Majesty’s service any sailors 
who could not prove that they were 
not His Majesty’s subjects. In 1812, 
the histories Say, the United States 
went to war with Great Britain to 
prove that this was all wrong. ‘That 
war, like many others which shall 
here be nameless and dateless, proved 
nothing, and the impressment of sea- 
men from vessels of nearly all nations 
into the British navy continued until 
several nations had provided them- 
selves with rather formidable navies 
of their own, 

John Williams, although a native 
citizen of the United States of Amer- 
ica, was forcibly impressed into the 
naval service ot His Britannic Ma- 
jesty. Of course, John had no papers 
to prove his American citizenship. 

We set out. to learn what made a 
pirate of John Williams. Tally one 
good horsewhipping and -one illegal 
imprisonment.

Despite his French, he was impris-

{10 weeks, and was then discharged 
by Lord Mayor Drinkwater, who also 
compelled the officer responsible for 
Williams’ false imprisonment to pay 
to the prisoner the sum of 34 pounds. 

One more tally shall represent 10 
weeks in a coal-hole. 

There followed a cruise of 10 
weeks aboard a Scotch merchantman 
to Buenos Ayres. There was a ‘‘pa- 
triot brig’ in the harbor, and the cap- 
tain thereot offered the British sea- 
men 25 a month and a share in all 
prizes taken. Williams and five others 
joined up. 

Now, ad “‘natriot brig’’ was a sort Ol 
Semi-legal pirate. She had papers 
from some South American republic, 
and flew any flag that was conveni- 

ie was considered a privateer 
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out pay. When he asxed for his wages 
he was imprisoned for three weeks, 
and then discharged, still unpaid. 

Tally 40. 

Shipping aboard the American 
schooner Ann, tor Baltimore, at $40 
a month, Williams thought he was 
bound fer his own country, where 
he could obtain papers to protect him 
from further imprisonment. Vain 
hope! Betore the Ann was out of 
Argentine waters, he was pressed 
aboard the British ship laurestinus, 
and later transferred to the Nereus. 
About two months later, going ashore 
for water at Lockerin Bay, Scotland, 
Williams again escaped. He was pur- 
sued by the mate, whom he knocked 
down, jumped upon several times, 
and left lying unconscious. 

This impressment ought to be good 
for another tally on the score sheet 
of John Williams. 

On the way to England aboard a 
small lime sloop, Williams was ship- 
wrecked, and saved the life of the 
master’s wife. 

On another voyage, Liverpool to 
Barbados, Williams was again cap- 
tured by a press gang, and forced to 
serve aboard the British warship Bu- 
cephalus. 

Forty-two! 

After capturing a French prize, the 
Bucephalus came to anchor at Ze- 
rexie,-and Williams asked the captain 
for his share of the prize money. He 
got a good flogging instead. This may 
Serve for tally 43. 

Williams escaped at the Cape of 
Good Hope, shipped aboard a mer- 
chantman for Rio Janeiro, and while 
obtaining water on shore in Brazil, 
quarreled with a Portuguese, was ar- 
rested and imprisoned for five weeks 
on bread and water, in company with 
a roomful of black slaves, and when 
liberated found that his ship had 
sailed. Tally 44. 

At Buenos Avres, two months later, 
Williams served five weeks in jail for 
beating up an officer who had at- 
tempted to punish him for accident- 
ally bumping against the officer in 
the street. Forty-five! 


> 


We must pass lightly over a long 
period of sailing on many ships over 
many seas, during which the scores 
continued to pile up. At Barbadoes 
Williams was impressed aboard His 
Majesty’s brig Swagger. Two months 
later he learned that war had been 
declared between the United States 
and Great Britain. Williams then 
announced to his captain that he 
would not fight against his own coun- 
try, upon which he was beaten about 
the head with the captain’s speaking 
trumpet, and given five dozen ‘ashes 
on his bare back.

Williams was forced to serve in 
battles against American ships, de- 
serted, served in half a dozen vesse!s 
of various nationalities, and eveneu- 
ally returned to his babyhood home, 
whence he enlisted aboard an Ameri- 
can warship and saw service until the 
end of the war. 

With peace came a return to mer- 
chant seafaring. Williams shipped 
with Captain William Hackett abo: ra 
the schooner Swift. 

Captain Hackett was a brute. He 
cursed and beat his men constantly, 
and subjected them to every imagin- 
able hardship and humiliation.

In this trim we rode safely for some 
48 hours, without shipping water of 
any consequence. 

At the end of this period, however, 
the gale freshened into a hurricane, 
and our after-sail split to ribbons, 
bringing us so much in the trough of 
the water that we shipped several 
prodigious seas. By the accident we 
lost three men overboard with the 
caboose, and nearly the whole of the 
larboard bulwarks. Scarcely had we re- 
covered our senses before the roretop- 
sail went into shreds, when we got 
up a storm staysail, and with this did 
pretty well tor some hours, the ship 
heading the sea much more steadily 
than betore. 

the gale still held on, and we saw 
no sign of its abating. The rigging was 
found to be ill-titted and greatly 
strained, and on the third day of the 
blow our mizzenmast, in a heavy lurch 
to windward, went by the board. To 
add to our dilemma we found the 
pumps choked and nearly useless. 

All was now confusion and despair, 
but an effort was made to lighten our 
cargo by throwing much overboard. 
We also cut away the two masts that 
remained, but we were still unable to 
do anything with the pumps. 

At sundown the gale had_ sensibly 
diminished in violence, and as the sea 
went down with it we still entertained 
faint hopes of saving ourselves in the 
boats. At 8 p.m. the clouds broke 
away to windward and we had the full 
advantage of a full moon, a piece of 
good fortune which served wondere 
fully to cheer our drooping spirits. 

Atter seemingly increditable labor, 
we got the long boat over the side 
without material accident, and into 
this we crowded the whole of the crew 
and most of the passengers. This 
party made off immediately and ar- 
rived, atter much suffering, at Ocra« 
coke Inlet, the third day after the 
wreck. 

Fourteen passengers, with the Caps 
tain, remained on board, resolving to 
trust their fortunes to the jollyboat at 
the stern. We lowered it without dif« 
ficulty, although it was only by a 
miracle that we prevented it from 
swamping when it touched water. It 
contained, when afloat, the Captain 
and his wife, Mr. Wyatt and party, 
Mexican officer, wime, four children 
and myself, with a negro valet.

The King of the Xingu 


In the Brazilian Wilderness That Will Be Modernized Through the Influence of Herbert Hoover and 
Henry Ford, a Ruthless Rubber Baron Now Rules Thousands With an Iron Hand, 
Defying Law and Order—and Becoming a Jungle Millionaire

HROUGH the’ impenetrable 
jungles southwestward from 
| Henry Ford’s huge rubber con- 
= cession on the Tapajos river 
there lies, in the most mysterious and 
fascinating region of Brazil, the do- 
main of the world’s most picturesque 
rubber baron. He is the wealthiest 
man north of Matto Grosso—a jungle 
millionaire. He lives like a hermit, 
in a rustic palace, commanding a great 
retinue of peons, who are virtually 
Slaves. 

He is known throughout Brazil as 
the King of Xingu. -That very name 
is feared, not only by whites and ne- 
gro peons, but by wild Indians who 
fear no other human being. He typi- 
fies the feudal tyranny of remote 
plantation methods in Brazil just as 
his new competitor in the rubber busi- 
ness, typifies North America’s indus- 
trial enterprise. 

And not the least dramatic phase 
of Ford’s Brazilian project will be the 
wiping out of. the King of Xingu’s 
rubber monopoly, the liberation of his 
peons and the dawn of a new day for 
Braziliar. prosperity. 

Henry Ford has never met | his 
jungle rival, and there is not much 
likelihood that he ever will. Nor 
it probable that the lord of the r 
ber gatherers will be 
Herbert Hoover during his 
sood-will mission to Latin America. 

But these two—Henry Ford and 
Herbert Hoover—are his worst ene- 
mies. Thanks to them, the whole 
system of cruel enslavement and 
crude methods for which this jungle 
Croesus stands is doomed. 

The president-elect will not have 


time during his hurried journey to 
visit such out-of-the-way primitive dis- 
tricts as the territory over which the 
King of the Xingu holds sway. But 
much of Brazil’s future growth will 
be based not oy commercial progress 
in the cities, but on the exploitation 
of the rubber, nuts, lumber, minerals, 
cocoa and other raw materials of the 
romantic interior. 

It is in the very midst of this ro- 
mantic interior of Brazil that the King 
of the Xingu has set up his jungle do- 
main, in the unmapped wilderness be- 
tween the Rid} Araguaya and_ the 
Xingu. 

The Xingu river enters the Ama- 
zon from the south, flowing through 
the least known region of Brazil. 
West of it is the Tepajos river, near 


‘the mouth of which is Ford’s planta- 


tion. To the east of the Xingu is the 
Tocantins, of which the Araguaya is 
an upper branch. The rubber realm 
ruled by the King of Xingu spreads 
on both sides of the river whose 
name he bears, and within indefinite, 
umnapped boundaries comprises an 
area fully as large as Portugal, par- 
ent-land of Brazil’s early days. With- 
in this great area, which the 
King of Xingu the very 
power of life and death, there are a 
few thousand white subjects and. un- 
counted thousands of savages. 

Into egion the present king 
came a quarter of a century ago as a 
penniless immigrant from Italy. The 
story goes that he served first as an 
ordinary laborer among the peons of 
the then dictator of the region. 

A characteristic exploit of this 
earlier ruler was his construction of a 
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scanal to shorten the water route to 
Para. The canal was dug by a host 
of negro and Indian serfs. Those 
who were most rebellious in their 
servitude were ordered into the ditch 
on the last day of construction to 
clean up a rocky portion. While they 
were working there the water was let 
in with a rush from the upper end and 
they were drowned in the deluge. 

Whether or not the present King of 
the Xingu had a hand tn that outrage, 
he at least proved such an apt pupil 
when it came to discipline by cruelty 
and extermination that he soon was 
eSlablished as general manager for 
his boss, and later succeeded him as 
czar of the region. Since then he has 
extended his sway beyond the wildest 
dreams, of his predecessor. 

He has been able to do this by.a 
reign of terror such as the Middle 
Ages seldom knew and by keeping his 
peons continually in debt to him. No 
matter how much rubber the gatherers 
may collect, it is never sufficient to 
pay for the extremely simple food for 
which it is bartered. 

Elsewhere plantation czars of. the 
interior order their capungas. or Over- 
seers, to traul and dispatch an escap- 
Ing peon, returning with an ear for 
evidence of duty fulfilled. But the 
King of Xingu has a labor shortage 
problem to take into account. 
peons who seek to break away with- 
pinned in stocks, unmercifully beaten, 
and then left to lie for hours upon 
the ground. Vampire bats feast upon 
their blood and hordes of ants enaw 
at their bare skins. After such treat- 


out paying off their crushing debts are 


ment the King of Xingu is assured 
that one more victim of his tyranny 
will remain an abject toler in his 
services. 

His reign has not been without fu- 
tile revolts among the 4,000 or more 
tormented peons under him. But the 
only plot that ever seriously endan- 
gered him was organized by Manoel 
luiz, a rough fugitive from the dia- 
mond fields. The tempestuous Ma- 
noel, run out of Casanunga, came 
down the river and worked as a rub- 
ber gatherer to earn a new supply of 
food. With his wily tongue he he- 
gan to foment a revolt among the 
usually listless and abject peons of the 
King of Xingu. 

Manoel saw himself as the new 
strong man of the country. But be- 
fore his plot was hatched—bhefore he 
had even been able to encounter the 
elusive King face to face—the latter 
sent out from his jungle lair a se- 
lected trio from his personal body- 
guard. They fell upon Manoel as he 
was cooking supper one night and 
lashed him to an ant-infested tree 
known to the natives as the ‘‘Tree of 
Saints”? because early missionaries had 
been tied to it by the Indians for treat- 
ment similar to that meted out to Ma- 
noel. As the first step in the pun- 
ishment they poured into his mouth a 
few drops of an Indian poison that 
paralyzes the tongue. Meanwhile, 
hordes of the ants overwhelmed the 
helpless rebel. 

Most of the peons. 
fever and naturally indolent from 
hookworms. endure their fate with- 
out a murmur. Ordinarily they work 
in groups from a central rubber camp 
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Living in flimsy shelters made ef sap- 
ling posts and thatched with leaves 
and grass, they lead a solitary exist- 
ence, working day and night. They 
spend their days collecting latex and 
at night, after.an unpalatable supper 
cooked over a fire built on stones tn 
front of their shack, they smoke the 
latex to prepare it for shipment. 

Once a month they come in trom 
the jungle for their meager supplies, 
mostly beans with a little pork fat 
doled out to them on credit. They 
leave the rubber they have gathered 
and return to their patch of jungle, 
often thirty or forty miles from the 
central camp. 

By the end of the year the rubber 
gatherer has turned over to the king’s 
capunga perhaps three thousand 
pounds of rubber. Each capunga 
keeps a complicated set of books, 
which the illiterate peon cannot de- 
cipher. The books invariably show, 
however, that the rubber delivered 
does nto compensate for the supplies 
advanced through the previous year. 
The unhappy peon gets new supplies 
on credit and returns to his labors still 
further in debt. No money changes 
hands at all. Indeed, the whole com- 
merce, up to the time the rubber ts 
delivered in Para, is often purely a 
matter of bartering raw materials for 
a new grub stake. Many of the men 
through whose hands it passes are in 
debt for supplies to the next man to 
whom thev deliver it. 

Once a year comes the debt settle- 
ment—and then the rubber gatherers 
have an annual spree. They organize 
dances in the main rubber shack— 
Stay affairs. The men line up along 
opposite walls, and to the time of 
Clapping hands and singing—assisted 
accasionally by an accordion—they 
Sally back and forth, advance, swing 
their partners, return te the wall and 
repeat. Pinga flows freely, and ‘ve- 
fere the festivities are over the vather- 
ers are teo befuddled to know or care 
just how badly they have been swin- 
dled in the debt settlement. 


Never before Henry Ford dawned 
en the scene has the King of the 
Xingu been confronted with the ef- 
forts of a foreign capitalist to com- 
pete with his primitive methods. Two 
other ambitious efforts, it is true, have 
been made to develop the country, 
but both failed. One was organized 
by Dom Pedro Il, last emperor of 
Brazil, who endeavored to open trans- 
portation on the Araguaya with a fleet 
of tiny steamboats. The hulls of two 
of these craft may still be seen, rot- 
ting on the river bank at Leopoldina. 
And at Alcobocas rusty mountains of 
abandoned machinery and ironwork 
are a memorial to the attempt of Bel- 
gian and French capitalists to build a 
railroad into the region. Graft, las- 
situde and general inefficiency caus- 
ed the downfall of both ‘schemes. 
Henry Ford’s plan is the first applica- 
tion of capitalistic enterprise from the 
United States to this enormoush 
wealthy section of Brazil. 3 

Few men have sought out the Kine 
of Xingu in his jungle haunts. He is 
suspicious of all strangers, and queer 
mishaps overtake those who venture 
into his realm in the unmapped wilder- 
ness. I first heard of him from my 
friend, Dr. Jose Morbeck, ruler of the 
diamond fields, while | was on my ex- 
pedition from Matto Grosso to the 
Amazon. He persuaded me to turn 
aside from my planned course and 
seek to meet the King of Xingu in per- 
son. “Learn something of his meth- 
ods,’’ Dr. Morebeck advised me, “and 
study the possibilities of the develop- 
ment of the rubber and nut business 
by North American capital.”’ 

So during my trip from the Caraja 
villages down the Araguaya to the 
outpost hamlet of Conceicao, | turn- 
ed westward into the hinterland. A 
negro rubber gatherer of Conceicao, 
a former lieutenant in the Brazilian 
army, warned me against the excur- 
Sion. 


“You may end in the troncos 
(stocks),” he said. And he told how 
escaping peons from the king’s do- 
main and unWanted intruders are cap- 
tured and tormented unmercifully. 


Word of these punishments has 
spread far and wide throughout the 
jungle. 1 found that my canoemen 
knew the terrors all too well to make 
the trip I contemplated and | was 
forced to get two half-wild Ind:ans— 
a wandering Caraja warrior and his 
squaw—to handle the canoe. 

All this territory in the rainy sea- 
son is widely inundated by overflow- 
ing rivers. Strange interlocking wa- 
terways open up through vast regions 
of the jungle, so that it is possible to 
make extensive inland canoe_ trips, 
paddling by the hour beneath the 
green ceiling of the forest through 
glades decked with flowering -vines. 
Occasionally, during the first day of 
our excursion, we passed the flimsy 
huts of groups of nut = gatherers, 
perched on hummocks and half sur- 
rounded by the rising water: Then 
the empty silence of the jungle closed 
around us. 

One evening we emerged from a 
Shallow bayou into a broader stream 
and as dusk fell I sighted the red glow 
of smoking fires. We pulled toward 
the shore and a ragged group of sul- 
len men came down to stare curiously 
at our approach. All but one were 
clad simply in tattered trousers. It 
was a rubber camp, in charge of a 
steckv, mustached capunga—himselt 
more picturesquely clothed. He wore 
a black slouch hat with an enormous 
brim and a Shiny snakeskin wound 
around the crown. In his tooled- 
leather belt were two muzzle-loading 
pistols of antiquated make, each more 
than a foot long and silver mounted. 
Besides the pistols, his belt held a 
gleaming knife with an eighteen-inch 
blade. 

Before we had landed I! realized 
that this was just what I had come te 
see—a rubber camp in action. — | -of- 
fered the vaguest explanation of my 
arrival. The capunga was only par- 
tially satisfied, but he observed the 
traditional Brazilian hospitality and 
offered me such food and shelter as 
they had. The men resumed thetr 
work 


They were rolling the day’s cc llec- 
tion of latex into balls of rubber that 
later would be sent down the Ara- 
guaya to Para. Sach gatherer has a 
definite route through the jungle, in- 
cluding about a hundred widely scat- 
tered rubber trees. When he taps a 
tree he fastens to it a cup made of a 
nut shell: Into this the latex, a white, 
viscous fluid trickles. From the 
shells it is poured into buckets and 
taken to the base-camp. 

Here, ai night the rubber is pre- 
pared over fires that give off heavy 
clouds of smoke. I watched the 
process with interest. Two men were 
turning a lon: stick siowly over each 
fire. A third man was pouring tlie 
latex in a thin, steady stream onto 
the turning stick. The thick smoke 
enveloped the latex, which was hard- 
ening and darkening ‘nto rubber as itt 
accumulated in an irregular ball. 

Over breakfast, the morning atter 
my arrival, | became more communi- 
cative to the bearded*man whom I 
took for the overseer. He was short, 
fat and swarthy, with a heavy mouth 
and cruel, shifty eves which flickered 
with increased suspicion when I ask- 
ed directions to the jungle mansion of 
the King of Xingu. 

“He’s gone away. Why do you 
want to meet him?.”’ he asked. 

Inadvertentiy | mentioned Dr. Mor- 
beck’s name. My bearded vis-a-vis 
eyed me coldly. 1 began to perceive 
that he suspected me of’ being an 
agent of the civilized powers to the 
south, come to check up on the cruel- 
ties practiced in this rubber  wilder- 
ness. 

“You can’t see him,’ he said at 
last. “He sees nobody.” And he 
changed the subject, offering to show 
me a grove of Brazil nut trees; where 
some of his men were collecting nuts. 

Before we started he left me for a 
moment and spoke to one of the 
peons, who vanished into the jungle. 
We followed and came upon a group 
of huge trees. 

Several peons were moving about 
underneath the tall, slender trees, col- 
lecting the heavy shells—as big as 
cocoanuts—each of which held from 
ten to fifteen nuts. 

The capunga led me toward “the 
finest and tallest tree in the grove.” 
Then occurred cne of those casual lit-

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tle incidents which in this lawless land 
ace fraught with sinister meaning. I 
had often been told by nut gatherers 
of the danger of standing under the 
trees. One of the falling nuts is 
heavy enough to-stun or kill a man 
if it strikes him on the head. A heavy 
object swished by my ear as I stood 
there struck me a glancing blow on 
the shoulder and landed with a thud 
on the ground. I leaped aside and 
ylanced uv swiftly, and I was sure that 
| caught sight of a human figure con- 
cealed in the branches overhead. 

It may have been an accident. But 
it would have been a most convenient 
accident for the King of Xingu and 
his overseer, who want no intruders 
to escape from their premises with 
reports of the slavery practiced there. 
Though I passed it off with a laugh, I 
was glad to make my way back to 
the camp. There. incidentally, be- 
hind the main shack, I saw a speci- 
men of the stocks, of whose punitive 
purpose | had heard so much. Beside 
the crude apparatus of imprisonment 
were several thick, sinuous whips. 

Meanwhile, | discovered that my 
Indian canoeman and his squaw had 
vanished. Whether they were spirited 
away, or what their fate may have 
been, | have not learned. But | saw 
more clearly than ever that despite 
the capunga’s oily pretense of friendli- 
ness my presence was extremely irk- 
some to him and dangerous to myseff. 
Without my Indian guide | might fail 
to find my way back to civilization 
through the tortuous channels by 
which we had come. 

| determined to demand a show- 
down. I insisted that I be taken at 
once to the King’s dwelling. I toid 
the capunga that | knew the King 
personally, that I had met him a year 
before at Para when he was there pur- 
chasing supplies. The shade of a 
smile flickered over the overseer’s 
lips. He started to speak, then check- 
ed himself. | warned him that the 
King would punish him, just as the 
peons were punished, if | were not 
taken safely to the clearing where the 
famous jungle palace stands. 

“All right,” said the capunga, at 
last. ‘I will give vou two guides.” 

Two leering halfbreeds took their 
places in my dug-out and started to 
paddle me up stream. Soon we ture- 
ed into a lagoon and paddled up a 
stream which became increasingly 
narrower. Then they told me we 
would have te portage the canoe to 
another river. When we were aflet 
again upon the silent stretches of thts 
new, uncharted stream my _ guides 
turned northeastward. I was tke 
wrong direction, I felt sure, and I 
remonstrated with them. “It’s all 
right this is the way.’ the man ina the 
Stern imsisted. 

For the time being | gave him the 
benefit of the doubt. I suspected that 
he was taking me back toward the 
Araguaya, but | could not be certatn 
as yet, and was confident that with 
my revolver I could cow both men ina 
an emergency. I reckoned without 
the sample deviltry of their plot. To- 
ward dusk we rounded a sharp bend 
and a sudden vista of tossing, rock- 
shattered water opened up ahead be- 
tween Sheer walls of foliage. Accus- 
tomed to the Brazilian canoeist’s skill 
in Shooting rapids, } thought little of 
the situation at first.

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Hollywood’s *“‘man of mystery,” as 
the papers later called him, came to 
his end in a roadside.ditch on the des- 
olate Levan cut-off, two miles from 
Gunnison, Utah, and twelve’ miles 
from Manti, January G, 1928. He 
was not dead when body was 
found. but he died shortly afterward 
of a fractured skull. He did not re- 
gain consciousness. 

The police in their search of th 
body to learn the man’s identity ob- 
served that he had been rather thor- 
oughly stripped except for a Call- 
fornia automobile driver’s license and 
a great many newspaper clippings. 
The clippings told of a.Don Solovich, 
and thev indicated that this Don Sol- 
ovich might have been something of 
a personage. He had been an opera 
dancer in 1925 and later a screen 
tor. Furthermore, the clippings stat- 
ed that he had been bequeathed half 
of an estate in southern France valued 
at more than $6,000,000, 

Oné item told how Solovich had 
been promised $2,000,000 by a sis- 
ter, the Duchess of Marland, formerly 
Josephine Tartaree Solovich. A bond 
of $50,000 had been deposited in a 
Los Angeles bank, it was said to bind 
his agreement. In addition the item 
Stated: 

“Don has been advised that SS66,- 
000 in cash is bFe.ng held in trust tor 
him in the Bank of England, to be 
paid in April, 1926, when a vear will 
have elapsed atter the death of lis 
grandparents.” 
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The grandparents were 
Rudolph H. and Emaline Tartaree, of 
French nobility.

Of that first army p.ane the govern- 
ment expected great things.

operations. 

The pre-war miliiary p.anes New at 
low altitudes, slow speeds and landed 
often. Also, they were “military” in 
name only, as it was not until after the 
World War had got well under way that 
military planes were given barbs where- 
with to sting. -In fact, during the early 
days of the war planes were used en- 
tirely for observation purposes and aerial 
combat was limited to pilots’ pot-shots 
at each other with revolvers or rifies 

This state of affairs had changed ma- 
terially when the war ended. From a 
quite harmless flying observation post 
the airplane had developed into a 
weapon which scattered death and de- 
struction wherever it few. It proved its 
worth not alone in aerial combat but 
also in harassing ground troops, in de- 
stroying ammunition dumps and in shat- 
tering morale. The airplane had just 
begun to reveal its terrific striking power 
when the Armistice was signed.

To-day 
tuere are three types of army aircraft

are used tor the transportation of troops 
and materiai. 

The best war-time pursuit plane had a 
high speed of 132 miles an hour, a cruis- 
ing radius of 250 miles, gasoline 
capacity sufficient for two hours of 
fiying, 30 caliber machine guns. 200 
rounds of ammunition, an altitude ca- 
pacity of 13,000 feet and a motor the 
life of which was about thirty hours. 

The pursuit plane of to-day has a 
high speed ot 180 miles an hour, a cruis- 
ing radius ot 635. miles, has gas for tour 
hours of continuous flying, is equipped 
with 50 caliber machine guns and 600 
rounds of ammunition, has a ceiling of 
30,000 feet, while the motor’s life has 
been increased several .undred per cent. 

War-time bombardment planes had a 
speed of ninety-four miles an hour, a 
crulsing radius ot 700 miles, could reach 
an altitude of 7.400 feet, could carry 
2.000 pounds ot bombs, had a crew of 
four and carried 484 pounds ot armae- 
ment. The bomber of-to-day has a speed 
oi 130 miles an hour, a cruising radius 
Oo: 800 miles, a ceiling of more than 
16,000 feet. carries 2,400 pourds:of bombs, 
510 pounds of armament and a crew of 
five 

Observation puundS UGu..us ie war 
could do 124 miles an hour at high speed 
and travel 450 miles. They had a ceiling 
o1 15,800 teet ana carried 282 pounds of 
armament. Our observation squadrons 
to-day are equipped with planes to do 
143 miles an hour, with a cruising radius 
of 630 miles, a ceiling of 16,300 feet and 
carry 238 pounds of armament. The 
reason the armament load is less than 
= Was ten years ago is because lighter 
machine guns are being used. 

Tremendous progress has been made 
in military aerial photography. Only 
recently pictures were taken by army 
air corps photographers from heights of 
39,000 feet. These photographs were as 
Clear as if they had been taken from 
only 3,900 feet. We have equipment 
whereby it is possible to take a picture 
in the air, develop it in the plane, and 
drop it on the ground twelve minutes 
after the exposure was made. Flashlight 
bombs have been developed, enabling 
camera men of the sky to take pictures 
at night, anc cameras have been built 
with which photographs have been taken 
ccovering tremendous lateral distances 
and enormoi?i areas.

airplane into constant touch not only 
with the ground, but also with other 
planes. The science of bombing has been 


developed to a high degree of perfection - 


by means of the automatic bombing 
sight, while the progress made in the 
construction of aerial bombs has ren- 
dered these missiles more than twice as 
effective as they were ten years ago. 

One combat craft which does not en- 
ter into our table of comparison is the 
attack plane, for the simple reason that 
attack aviation, as we know it to-day, 
did not exist during the war. It his 
oeen compared to a hornet with many 
barbs, and it is an apt nparison. An 
aitack plane has a high speed of about 
140 miles an hour, a ceil’ 3 of 3'% miles 
above the earth and a cruising radius of 
about 700 miles: These planes carry no 
iess than six machine guns. Two are 
placed in the wings and two in the nose. 
hese four forward guns are fired by 
the pilot. The rear, ‘-p and sides of the 
ship are protected by two machine gun* 
mounted on a moveble tourelle over ths 
rear cockpit. In addition to these six 
messengers of death, the attack plane 
carries ten high explosive calling cards 
jn the torm of ten 25-pound fragmenta- 
tion bombs. The attack ship is equipped 
to give a good account of itself. 

While it can fight three and a halt 
miles high, the attack plane is princi- 
pally designed to skim above the ground 
in raids upon trenches, machine gun 
ests and enemy concentration points, 
to engage in action with tanks and to 
destroy ammunition and supply depots 
near the front lines 

In has been the custom during re- 
cent years to test the ¢ ‘formance and 
efficiency of Army Air ‘Torps tactical 
planes and the skill and training of 
army piiots in annual maneuvers. The 
mimic warfare to be st-ged by the Army 
A’‘r Corps next spring will be conducted 
Of the most elaborate scale ever at- 
tejnpted. After air demonstrations at 
the various service schools of the army 


“efd at Kelly Field, Texas, more than 


200 planes will be concentrated at Day- 
ton and Columbus, Ohio, to participate 
in a two-sided combat program. There 
will be at least 100 airplanes on each 
side of the opposing forces. The opera- 
tions will last about a week 

Fersons interested in aviation in all 
iis phases, including army aviation, by 
this time are familiar with the provi- 
sions of the five-year Army Air Corps 
€xpansion program, which, in brief. pre- 
scribes an army air strengih of 1,300 
planes, 1,650 flying officers, 500 reserve 
officers on active duty, 500 «-dets un- 
dergoing training and 15,00C enlisted 
men by the end of 1932. 

The tulfillment of the five-year pro- 
gram is of fundamental importance. It 
is the first objective of the Air Corps 
and can be smoothly and efficiently car- 
riec to completion if sufficient funds are 
made available and if legislation is en- 
acted by Congress to eliminate difficul- 
ties with respect to personnel. There is 
no doubt that the promotion of officers 
is the most pressing question in the Air 

ps. Junior officers perform duties out 

f all proportion to their rank and with 
discouraging prospects of »romotion. 

The result 1s that we nave lost nu- 
merous valuable officers, who have been 
attracted by opportunities offered them 
in ~-ommercial aviation. Indications are 
that we will lose more unless early st@ps 
are taken by Congress to unravel the 
promotion tangle. We can ill afford 19 


lose these officers, and we should not ex- 
pect officers, whose enthusiasm keeps 
them in the service, to live on faint rays 
of hope. 

The year of 1923 is a milestone in 
military aviation in more than one re- 
spect. In addition to teing the twenti- 
eth anniversary of army flyin2, it is the 
anniversary of the operation of ihe first 
of the five annual increment uniis ior 
Army Air Corps exnansion: as provided 
for in the five-year program 

The period covering the first of the 
five annual increments ended on vune 
36, 1928, and it is now possible to say 
how nearly the War Department was 
successful in its effort to carry out the 
requirements of that program, which 
fall into two logical sections—namely, 
jlanes and pilots. The first increment 
required that there be on hand or on 
order at its conclusion 1,186 airplanes. 
There were actuaily on hand 939 air- 
planes and 237 planes on order*-only 
ten planes short of the mark. 

The personne program for the first 
increment cv2Z Yor 1,100 officers; we 
had 1.014° ealled for 9.590 en'isted 
men; we nad 9,514 

Tne 1927-28 increment also scheduled 
110 Air Corps reserve officers on duty 
with’ Air Corps tactical units, but only 
sixty-five reserve cfficers were called. The 
reason was entirely due to shortage of 
planes and quarters at Air Corps stations. 

Our experiences to date indicate a 
shortage of aircraft. It seems that the 
compte program should call for 2,400 
planes rather than 1,800. However, be- 
fore submitting a definite recommenda- 
tion for an increase, one year’s additional 
experience is desired in carrying out the 
second increment. Shortage of planes is’ 
even more serious than shortage ot pere- 
sonnei: It only requires a few months 
at most to make up any deficit in per- 
sonnel after an emergency has arisen, 
but it would take trom a year to eighteen 
months to build aircraft in numbers suf- 
ficient to meet our requirements 


As a result of frequent inspections of 
Air Corps activities I am convinced that 
unit training has been’ considerably 
handicapped in the past by lack of equip- 
ment. As s¢on as the Air Corps tactical 
units have their pro rata of service type 
equipment this deficiency will be relieved. 

The prime objective of Air Corps units 
in time of peace must be preparation and 
training for immediate and effective use 
in the event of hostilities. Hence, every 
tactical unit must practice the function 
which it would be called upon to perform 
—namely, reconnaisance, bombing, ma- 
chine gunnery ana so on. One interest- 
ing and very important mission which 
was accomplished during the itast year 
was the bombing of the Pee Dee River 
bridge in North Carolina. These tests 
were not only important to the Air Corps, 
but to the Ordnance Department as well. 
Some valuable lessons were learned. 
More work of this type should be ac- 
complished and such will.be the case as 
soon as the present shortage is relieved. 

Last summer the Army Air Corps en- 
gaged in a series of training maneuvers 
at each of the service schools of the 
other arms of the service, to acquaint the 
students at those schools with the role 
of aircraft in warfare. A group come- 
posed of seventy-two officers and eighty- 
six enlisted men, flying in seventy-four 
airplanes, visited each of these service 
schools, of which there are four. 

One remarvable lesson gained from 
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these demonstrations was the reliabil- 
ity of modern airplanes and engines. 
These seventy-four planes were flown 
Over 47000 miles without a single cas- 
ualty, accident or damage to aircraft 
Or personnel. Seventy-four planes 


started on the maneuvers and seventy- 


four returned to their home stations. 

Realizing the necessity of securing 
a large number of graduate pilots 
from our flying schools, the methods 
employed and the courses of instruc- 
tion given are being carefully an- 
alyzed. Some very important changes 
have been made. To date the num- 
ber of graduates, compared with the 
number of entrants in flying training, 
has been less than 25 per cent. With 
the very careful attention which is 
es Vcing paid to this phase of Air Corps 
work, it now seems that the number 
of graduates will be increased to more 
than 40 per cent of those who enter. 

Qne of the important changes 
which has brought about this very de- 
sirable result is raising the standard 
of qualifications of those who enter 
training. The impetus and aroused 
interest in flying traiming as 4 result 
of prominent flights and general air 
activity have made it possible to get 
a much higher type of personnel. The 
class ROW undergoing imstruction at

000 automobile, a $5,000 diamond 
and opal ring (gift of a famous film 
character), some $2,000 in cash and 
immensely valuable papers, possibly 
secret divorce depositions. 

In lfos Angeles it was revealed that 
Solovich had an asserted claim against 
Lita Chaplin for $100,000, based, Ac- 
cording to report, upon his services to 
Mrs. Chaplin in procuring her divorce 
and alimony settlement. This dis- 
closure came when Jesse E. Jacobson, 
a Beverly Hills, Cal., attorney, filed 
a claim for $5,000 against the Solo- 
vich estate, charging that he had pre- 
pared a claim for Solovich against 
Mrs. William S. Hart. 

Solovich was conspicuous in the 
discussion of the terms of settlement, 
according to the authorities, and there 
was some evidence that he had receiv- 
ed $40,000 for his. services. He 
claimed $100,000 more, it was said. 
According to statements by Jacobson 
to the Utah investigators, the lawyer 
called on Mrs. Chaplin and asked he 
to settle. 

“ft shall not pay Solovich another 
penny,”’ she told him, according to 
Jacopson. ‘‘He’s a blackmailer!”’ 

This conversation, Jacobson said, 
took place Tate in 1927. In Decem- 
ber Solovich fled to Los Angeles. 

Attorney Moore, attorney for Nich 
Soloe-ch. brother of the dead man and 
his execu’or, adm tted that Jacobson’s 
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the flying schools is composed largely 
of college graduates. Notwithstand- 
ing this high requirement, more than 
200 qualified applicants were not 
taken because they could not be ac- 
commodated at the schools. 

These schools have a very impor- 
tant function to perform. First, they 
must provide qualified pilot personnel 
ter our regular Air Corps establish- 
ment. Second, they must provide 
training for all the Air Corps flying 
reserve. This alone will call for at 
least 550 graduates of the school an- 
nually at the conclysion of the five- 
year program. In addition, ctvil in- 
custry and air commerce are calling 
ter every pilot which the army can 
ifain. : 

Every, authority connected with 
military flying has probably been in- 
terested in nothmeg quite so much 1s 
in the reduction of fatal accidents tn 
the Air Corps. The record of 1927- 
'28 is worthy of scrutmy. The Air 
Corps. lew 182,903 hours. or more 
than 18,000,000 mites, with only 
twenty-seven fatalities. This means 
that 677,400 miles were flown .9 each 
fatality. During the year before there 
were forty-three fatalities, while only 
140,000 hours were flown, or 327,- 
600 miles per fatality. In other words, 
there has been more than 100 per 
cent improvement in the numeer of 


flying hours and miles per fatality. 
The record of last year is better .han 
ever before. In 1921, for eximple 
the Air Corps suffered seventv-ihree 
casualties, although it flew only 77 

359 hours. In other words, there ws 
a casualty for every 1,059 inpurs 
flown. 

The Air Corps, unlike the other 
arms of the service, functions not only 
aS a combat branch, but as a supply 
branch as well. This latter function 
is delegated very largely to the Ma- 
terial Division, located at Wright 
Field, near Dayton, Ohio. The prin- 
cipal duties of that division are as fol- 
lows: To conduct experiments aad 
research so that in the event of war 
the Air Corps will have fiving equip- 
ment up to date and comparable to 
that which the combat forces of the 
opposing nations may be expected to 
employ; to supply the existing At 
Corps establishment with service type 
planes, engines, flying  ctothimeg, 
spares, machine guns and adjunct 
equipment and accessories; to main- 
tain and repair Air Corps equipment; 
to provide an industrial war plans or- 
ganization to take care of the man- 
ufacture of aircraft m increased quan- 
tities at the outbreak of hostilities. 


The work of the experimental engi- 
neering seciion of the Material Divi- 
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sion has proved of incalculable value 
to the civil industry. Not only has 
this been true in the development of 
aircraft and power plants, but also in 
regard to the development of certain 
adjunet equipment, particularly a 
navigation devices. In this latter field 
the Army Air Corps has taken the lead 
and the instruments which have been 
and are being successfully developed 
will be equally valuable to planes fly- 
ing the air mail or in civil air com- 
merce. 

This ends the summary of the prog- 
ress of army aviation since that day 
twenty vears ago when Orville Wright 
made his flights at Fort Myer in the 
first army plane. 

What will the record read twenty 
years hence? No one can say—+t Is 
sensciess to speculate. 

Military aviation, like aviation it- 
self, has not as yet reached an alti- 
tude high enough for those interested 
im its advance to see the border lines 
of its lumttations. On the other hand, 
it seems perfectly sound, safe and 
sensible to predict that the strides 
bound to be made during the next 
twenty years will be as starting and 
as epoch-making as those which it has 
been this generation’s privilege to ob- 
serve during the last two decades.

Was Justice In This Case? 


Clark’s lawyer, Louis Larson, an- 
nounced that they would contend Sol- 
ovich was depraved, that he had mas- 
queraded as half man and ha!f wom- 
an, that he had made improper sug- 
gestions to young Clark and, when 
rebuffed, had attacked the youth in 
a frenzy. Clark, they averred, had 
defended himsetf—nothing more. 

The prosecution had hinted that 
several surprise witnesses, including 
Lita Chaplin, would take the stand. 
Ciark himself had predicted plenty of 
sensations. 

“When I take the stand,” he told 
reporters, “‘l am going to clear up the 
mystery surrounding Charles and Lita 
Grey Chaplin’s connection with Sol- 
ovich and you’d better sharpen your 
pencils and tell your readers this is 
going to be one of the hottest trtals 
ihev’ve ever heard about.”’ 

Another statement showed his ap- 
parent confidence. 

‘“T wish they’d hurry up this trial 
and let me tell my story of what hap- 
pened before Solovich and | left Hol- 
lywood. I’ll walk out of here as soon 
as I do.”’ 

But as to revealing any of 
story beforehand—no. All in 
time. 

‘‘Solovich,” he remarked, “always 
was a Nemesis to Charlie Chaplin.”’ 

Clark, incidentally, appeared in 
court with his eyes penciled, his lips 
rouged, and his gay clothes fragrant 
with perfume. 

Attorney Larson in stating hs case 
to the jury unearthed a new version 
of where Solovich was bound for 
when Clark laid him low. He had 
not been en route to Salt Lake City 
to buy a sheep ranch, Larsen declar- 
ed; he had been en route to Europe 
to escape the ire of Hollywood not- 
ables he had blackmailed. 

Deputy Sheriff Douglas Naylor re- 
lated how, when Clark was arrested, 
he had,said that Solovich had :nade 
immoral proposals to him. When he 
refused, the other man had seized the 
hammer and attacked him. Naylor 
said that the prisoner had stuck to this 
story stoutly ever since. 

Other witnesses for the state were 
placed on the stand in an attempt to 
show that Solovich had been beaten 
so severely thatsthere coud have 
been no question of self-defense in- 
volved. 

For the defense, Frank Clark, of

Los Angeles, father of the defendant, 
gave evidence im support of the con- 
tention that Solovich feared Chaplin 
because he had aided Lita m_ the 
maneuvers that led to her divorce. 
The witness asserted that Sotovich 
had tled Los Angeles because he fear- 
ed he was pursued by Chaplin’s de- 
tectives. 

“Selovich constantly repeated the 
Statement that Charlie Chapin had 
detectives after him,” he _ testified. 
‘“Solovich also said he expected an at- 
tempt on his life would be made.” 

Carl W. Fawcett, Les Angeles at- 
torney, testified that Solovich had at- 
tempted to extort hush moncy from 
Lita. 

Solovich obtained three $1,000 
bills from Chaplin, according to 
Clark, before the trip to Utah. Papers 
for both suits -had heen drawn, he 
testified, before the trip. 

As tor the killing, the defendant 
testified that it came about after Sol- 
ovich had inquired if Clark was goimg 
to leave him after they reached Salt 
Lake City. When Clark replied m 
the affirmative, his companion be- 
came enraged, seized a hammer and 
attacked him. Clark wrested the 
hammer from the other man and 
“managed to give him a swipe on the 
head.”’ 

“When I hit him, he fell to his 
knees,’ kh: continued. ‘“‘Hé got up 
with a rock in his hand. He hurted 
the rock at me but missed, then 
charged again. He grabbed at my 
throat and missed, gripping me by the 
Knees and pushing me backward. |! 
fell beneath him but I kept hitting him 
on the back of the head and in the 
face with the hammer and kept beat- 
ing him as he raised up to get off me. 

“IT don't Kaow how many times | 
hit him. When he finally fell, | walk- 
ed back to the car and thought ! had 
killed him.” 

He told how he dragged the wuy 
into the ditch and how he decided to 
remove the man’s valuables lest they 
be stolen. 

Then he got into the car and drove 
to his uncle’s home in Manti, fater 
going to Salt Lake City. 

Fred W. Keller, prosecuting attor- 
ney, brought out in cross-examina- 
tion that Clark in his first story after 
the killing had stated that he had 
struck Solevich only once. 


“If | said that, it was a terrible ans- 
take,” the defendant said. “I was ex- 
cited and hadn’t had much sleep for 
three or four days. You just got me 
comfused, Mr. Keller.” 

fe bis summation Keller asked for 
a verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree. “Clark and his family have at- 
tempted to paint Solovich as an evil 
character,” he said, “but if Clark 
knew that to be true, why did he re- 
main im Solovich’s employ?” 

The case went to the jury June 11. 
After three hours and twenty-four 
minutes’ deliberation the jury return- 
ed a verdict of guilty of voluntary 
manstaughter. In other words, the 
defense had triumphed. This verdict 
im Utah calls for an indeterminate sen- 
tence of from one to ten years. 

Judge Wooley denounced this ver- 
dict when he sentenced Clark on June 
t4. He stated that the evidence war- 
ranted a first degree murder convic- 
fron.

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Glaced Fruits and Nuts Are Made as Simply In Your Own Kitchen as Fudce and the More Common 
Candies. They Are a Great Addition tu the Holiday Sweets

LACED fruits and nuts are one 
of the simplest and at the 
same time one of the most de- 
licious and beautiful . candies 
to make for holiday entertainments. 

In making glace candies it is of first 
importance to select a clear, dry day. 
Any dampness in the air will make 
hard candies sticky. If there is a 
change of- weather after you. Start 
making these hard candies you can 
save them from complete stickiness 
by rolling them in granulated sugar. 

It is also very important to make a 
careful selection of the very best can- 
‘died fruits and nuts obtainable. By 
making glace candies a: home the cost 
will be so much less than commercial 
prices that you can afford to put ex- 
tra money into the. quality o& the 
pieces to be dipped. 

The utensils for making glace fruits 
and nuts are not elaborate. You will 
need a deep-sided saucepan, a meas- 
uring cup. a candy thermometer, 
which you can buy for about $1.50, 
and a small round brush (percolator 
brush is good) for removing crystals 
from the boiling syrup. You can pur- 
chase this little brush for 10 or 15 
cents in any store which supplies 
kitchen equipment. 

The fruits which you use for dip- 
ping should be candied or dried fruits. 
Do not try to dip fresh fruit, as the 

acid which it contains will dissolve the 
Sugar. The nuts which you use should 
he thoroughly dry. as the moisture will 
atfect the sugar syrup. To prepare 
candied fruit for dipping in glace sim- 
ply cuf it into small pieces. The only 
nut which really needs blanching be- 
fore dipping in glace is the almond. 
To remev2 the skins from‘! almonds 
place theia in boiling water until the 
skins are tuosened so they can be 
easily slipped off with the fingers. 
Then wipe them with a cloth and 
place them ina wire basket. Immerse 
them in deep fat at a temperature of 
410 degrees F. until they are a very 
light brown color. Lift them out and 
let them cool and they are ready for 
dipping in glace. ; 

A candy dipping fork is easily made, 
Take a good, strong coprer wire, 
“double it and twist the ends together, 
leaving a loop about the size of a dime 
at the end. This fork ss for lifting 
the candies out. of the ot syrup. Be 
careful not to make tie loop to large 
or the smaller pieces of fruit and nuts 
will drop back int: the boiling syrup. 
You can also use * small pair of tweez- 
ers for dipping but they are not as 
Satisfactory. ‘eothpicks and skewers 
are sometimes :ecommended for this 
purpose, bat ne nuts slip off. 

From ib: following simple recipe 
vou Car ac‘range to glace as few or as 
many ¢ tts and nuts as you like. The 
recipe which is given below will make 
abort ome pound of finished candy. 
lif y2u want 4° make a larger amount 
simply double or triple the amount of 
syrup and handle it exactly the same 
Way: 

43 cups of sugar 

| cup water 

1-16 teaspoon cream of tartar. 

Measure out the cup and a half of 
sugai \nd level off the top with a 
knife. Add one cup of water and 
cream of tartar. These ingredients 
should then be mixed thoroughly in a 
deep-sided saucepan, and after the 
‘thermometer is placed in the batch 
put it over a high flame to boil. 

Glace nuts and frsits belong to the 


hard candy class of confections and 
the syrup must be cooked quickly. 
This is important, because it he'ps to 
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dbove, drop the nuts or jruit squares, 

one at a time, into the hot syrup (310 

degrees I'.), push below the surface, 

and remove immediately with home- 

made candy fork. (Directions for mak- 
ing this fork given in text). 


obtain the hard, dry finish which ts so 
desirable. After the svrup begins to 
boil do not stir it or it will become 
grainy. Use the small round brush to 
remove the crystals which bubble up 
around the sides of the pan. But 
when the thermometer reaches 260 
degrees.

Some recipes. give a lower 
temperature than 300 degrees Fahren- 
heit for glace. It really depends on 
altitude of the city in which you. 

If it is sea level, 300 to 310 de- 

Fahrenheit is the correct tems 
perature. 

Lift quickly out of the syrup and 
place them on oiled marble or the 
ceiled top of a porcelain table, work- 
ing as speedily as possible, as the glace 
cools very rapidly. 

Be very careful not to stir the syrup 
as you work in it. as any stirring will 
erain it almost instantly. Simply drop 
the piece to be glaced into the syrup, 
push it below the surface and lift it 
out with the dipping fork. 

In this dipping process make as few 
strokes as possible, and make them as 
deftly and quickly as possible. 

Red. green, yellow and orange 
claced fruits and nuts make an inters 
esting variety. Vegetable color pastes 
cin be bought in very small jars for 
25 cents each. 

fhe color should be added to the 
syrup before it boils. If it is added 
afterward the danger of graining is ins 
creased. However, a compromise 1S 
sometimes effected by glaceing a 
quantity of fruits or nuts in a lights 
colored syrup and then adding some 
brighter dye for the rest of the batch. 
For instance, red coloring may be 
added to a light yellow syrup. In 
adding the coloring to the boiled syrup 
be careful not to stir it into the batch. 
Put the-paste on the tip of a knife and 
cut the knife carefultv back and forth 
through the svrup until the color is 
well distributed. 

Alcohol extracts cannot be used in 
clace candies, or any candies made 
from a sugar and water syrup. The 
proper flavorings to use are the oil 
essences—oil of peppermint, mint, 
wintergreen or anise, if you want a 
refreshing tlavor, or oil of orange and 
lemon for a more tart flavor. These 
Gils can be purchased in very small 
cuantities at any well equipped drug 
store. .

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HOUGH it be trie, let us begin 
ith the remark that Alexis 
carel’s researches show that 
the ceils of which the human 

body is composed are perennial, if not 
eternal; Carel has kept detached 
masses of tissue cells alive and grow- 
ing for many years. In spite of the 
everlasting life of.our cells, we aggre- 
gations of specialized cells have a sad 
nabit of dvingy that is, as organiza- 
tions. and, as we pass on, dragging 
our stili liv.ng cells into the crematory 
or cemetery with us. Old lady who 
turned up her toes the other day asked 
in her will that her dog be chloro- 
formed and laid away w:th her, but 
this request was not fultiiled. We are 
not so humane toward our own living 
cells, when we become defunct asa 
going organization. We consult neli- 
ther the cells nor nature about it, but 
simply drag ‘em all down with us. 

It is really hard to tell just when 
There are various opinions, 
depending on point of view. But my 
own notion is that, barring accidents, 
dving is a slow, even tedious process 
or chanve. and most of us are a long 
time done it—f fteen to thirty. years, 
at least. 

We bezin to die at the average age 
of 48 years for women and 54 years 
for men. 1am utterly at a loss to ex- 
plain why man, who certainly seems 
the less essential for the perpetuation 
of the race, should remain pottering 
around and encumbering the earth a 
good five vears after woman, God 
bless her, has left this sphere, perhaps 
to find a better appreciation in. some 
other planet. I used to fancy that 
maybe man is just put on the waiting 
list for a few years, until the stokers 
can clear a place for him where he ts 
going. But not now I don’t. Times 
have chanved and the sexes are chang- 
ing with them. 

However, that’s getting off my own 
preserve. 

In this country the average age at 
which a man attains full growth (both 
in stature and weight) is 28 years. Of 
course, we know that most men gain 
no more height after the age of 18 
or 20 vears, but scientific measure- 


_ ments show that as a rule there ts still 


some slight increase,in height up to 
age 28. Women beat men to it by 
four years. A woman reaches the full 
perfection of development and growth 
in all respects at the age-of 24 years. 
This is not to say that she knows as 
much or is just as good a man tn any 
other respect as her sweetie is at his 
attainment of perfection, but these 
days she comes darn near it. Yea, 
brothers, and indeed, girls, I fear that 
if it came to a showdown many a 
woman of 24 could show up many a 
man of 28, by every test in reason. 
The sexes are not only approaching 
each other, but if we don’t watch out, 
boys, they’ll be leaving us trailing tar 
behind ’em.

We begin to die the instant we be- 
gin to decline below the top hole level 
of perfection and fitness. For in- 
stance, a perfect man or woman can 
hold the breath 40 seconds; try it. and 
if you can’t hold out for 40 seconds, 
you’re dying, that’s all. Don’t be 
alarmed about it, for there are mil- 
lions of us dying with you, but I men- 
tion it just as a fair test of life. It Is 
much better than the old mirror test. 

Not that one can do very much 
about it if one finds he is already well 
along with his dying.

After the murders, the crew made 
Williams captain, and the money on 
board, about $40,000 in silver, was 
distributed to all 
a scheme hatched to hoist the *black 
flag and go “‘upon the account,”’ but 
Williams was not in favor of the plan. 

Williams and three other seamen 
who had engaged in the mutiny and 
in the piracy of the ship, deserted the 
vessel in various Scandinavian ports, 
and took service where they could 
find it. All four were arrested in 
European ports within a few months 
after the crime, and held for Ameri- 
can officers. hey were returned to 
Boston aboard the United States war- 
ship Hornet, and were tried before an 
admiralty court in Boston. All four 
were found guilty of piracy and mur- 
der. 

On Thursday, February 18, 1919, 
John Williams, Frank Frederick, Nils 
Peterson and John Rog, were hanged 
near the Burving Ground at Boston 
Neck. Their bodies were turned over 
to Boston surgeons, who stood beside 
the scaffolds until their merchandise 
was officially delivered to them.

But mind you, we all start 
off as well, bar actual disease. As for 
your breath-holding performance, if 
you're Over 65 you’re so nearly dead 
that you can get along without breath- 
ing—soon it will be forever. 

[ am not making a joke of dying. 
Expect to do it myself in due time. But 
neither do | see anything tragic or 
ghastly about it. After all, dying is 
invariably a painless experience, at 
least for one who has lived right. 
Why, then, take it so cowardly? If 
you believe death is the beginning ot 
eternal life, you ought to be plumb 
happy about it. If you believe it is 
just the end for you, then you ought 
to be sport enough to take it cheer- 
fully, for yvou’ve had vour life, haven’t 
you? 

Death. like some nostrums, comes 
in three forms—standard, household 
size, hospital size. Ordinary or stand- 
ard death is that which is caused by 
recognized disease or evident acci- 
dent. Most of us dte a very ordinary 
death, thanks to our own ignorance 
or carelessness. This is also the usual 
death of all animals, domestic and 
wild. 

So-called intrinsic death is a rather 
arbitrary form which a few of us af- 
fect; this is a premature termination 
of lite attributed to some inherent de- 
ficiency or abnormality of the germ 
plasm, some flaw in the original par- 
ent cell. To my mind anv one pur- 
porting to die in this way is just in- 
dulging in a bit of self-flattery and 
trving to get reverse action on the old 
saw that inspires a potential grand- 
father to go ahead and cut as loose as 
he likes, for his grandchildren will 
have to pay the piper anyway. In 
Other words, | take no stock whatso- 
ever in the theory that, apart from 
disease, Certain individuals are poorly 
born. 1 believe that all men are born 
equal, that there’s nothing in heredity 
and everything in environment. 

Biologic death is the kind of finish 
every one should wish to achieve. Co- 
lumbia river salmon beautifully ex- 
emplify this type of death. Certain 
butterflies and certain insects achieve 
biologic death. Birth, growth, devel- 
opment, reproduction, then a sojourn 
long enough to care for the young till 
they can care for themselves, and then 
good-bye forever. Read and learn 
about these other biographies and you 
will soon lose any fear or horror of 
death you may now feel. Few if any 
human beings achieve biologic death; 
we're too dumb. But the salmon, 
bees, butterflies, and I suspect also the 
elephants do, at least until man, the 
most predatory beast of all, interferes 
with the scheme of nature.

a particularly romantic lure. As early 
as 1910 there had been an experi- 
ment with air mail covering a few 
miles on Long Island and having only 
a sentimental interest. Within a cou- 
ple of years thereafter Zeppelins were 
carrying passengers in Germany on a 
regular inter-city schedule. But prior 
to 1914 it all amounted to little. 


The nature of the relationship be- 
tween the war and commercial avia- 
tion has been the subject of much 
dispute. Undoubtedly the war expert- 
ence disseminated ideas that steered 
the ascent of commercial aviation in 
1919 on courses distorted and unde- 
sirable in some respects. 

In commercial air transport, as in 
putting the airplane to work for the 
military and naval arms, we in Amer- 
ica made the first experiments and 
then displayed great caution in fol- 
lowing them up. Even before the 
‘armistice the postoffice department 
started the first regular air mail serv- 
ice, connecting New York and Wash- 
ington, but it was some years before 
any further important step was taken. 

In the meantime European coun- 
tries created and steadily expanded a 
network of passenger air lines, operat- 
ing most of them with planes especial- 
ly designed for passenger service. 

American air transport has been the 
beneficiary of four successive impulses 
since the postoffice department began 
the great experiment of putting the 
airplane in the service of the letter 
writer. Regular night flying was in- 
troduced through the efforts of Colo- 
nel Paul Henderson, then second as- 
sistant postmaster general, in 1924.

of air mail contracts to private cor- 
porations and paving the way for tak. 
‘ng the government eut of the busi- 
ress, became law in 1925.

The Biblical narrative contains 
simply the answers which the Hebrew 
folk-lore gave to the question which 
difference of language directly  sug- 
gested. 

In reality difference of languaves 
are the result and not the cause of the 
diffusion of mankind over the gtobe. 
It was the old traditional notion that 
Hebrew was the primitive language of 
mankind. Comparative philology 
shows the Arabic to be older, and 
what the original language of man- 
kind was is unknown. 

The Patriarchal period is given in 
Genesis, from the twelfth chapter 
through the remainder of the book. 

A narrative committed to writing 
for the first time so far as we know, 
1,000 years or more after the events 
related in it occurred. would be re- 
garded under ordinary circumstances 
as destitute of historical value. 

These are some considerations that 
modify this unfavorable conclusion as 
regards the patriarchal narrative. 

In nations possessing no_- written 
records the memory is more exercised 
and more tenacious than others. The 
memory must be expected to be ex- 
ceptionally tenacious in the case of 
initial records or accounts of ancient 
worthies, whose memories were cher- 
ished on the part of a nation which 
held aloof from its neighbors and was 
proud of its ancestry. 

The critical analysis of Genesis 
furnishes an argument of some weight 
in favor of the general trustworthi- 


effect to certain of the recommenda- 
tions of the Morrow aircraft board, of 
which he was a member, was passed 
in 1926 and made possible the notable 
work of the department of commerce 
under Herbert Hoover and Assistant 
Secretary MacCracken in stimulating 
the opening of new air routes and air 
navigation facilities. Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh flew to Paris in 1927 
and made the whole nation devotedly 
air minded. 

The collective effect of these vital- 
izing events is too well known to need 
more than the merest recapitulation. 
Nine years ago there was in America 
a single air line, barely 200 miles in 
length and carrying only mail and 
using slightly modified military air- 
planes. Today our commercial air- 
craft fly 43,400 miles each day on 
regular schedules with mail, express 
and passengers; 16,300 miles. of 
routes are served, 6,300 of them light- 
ed for night flying—and expansion 
goes on apace. European countries 
have worked on different lines, but 
all of the great powers have progress- 
ed notably in the commercial field. 

The officers and men of the service 
would cheerfully assume any neces- 
sary risks and reflect, as they have in 
ihe past, that ‘“‘the air service is al- 
ways at war.”’ It goes without. saying. 
however, that no effort must be—and 
none is—spared to reduce the risks 
to a minimum. 

The experience of the navy again 
will an apt illustration of 
what has been accomplished. In 1921 
the service had a fatal accident for 
every 2,200 hours flown. There has 
been steady improvement until last 
year the corresponding figure reached 
7,200 hours, and for the first four 
and a half months of the present fiscal 
vear, which started July 1, the record 
has been approximately 8,000 hours 
for each fatal accident. This is be- 
lieved to be a record which has never

ness of the patriarchal narratives. We 
have two independent narratives of 
the patriarchal period, one within all 
probability in Judah, and the other in 
the Southern Kingdom. These while 
exhibiting discrepancies in detail, on 
the whole agree. 

The patriarchal narratives possess 
Strong historical probability. There 
is almost the complete absence of in- 
credible marvels, fantastic extrava- 
gances, and surprising miracles. There 
are particular details which are impos- 
sible, but the narrative concerning 
Absalom, Isaac. Jacob and Joseph are 
in the main credible. 

It is possible that the Joseph nar- 
ratives contain more dramatic situa- 
tions than are likely to have happen- 
ed in real life. But the changes in 
Joseph’s fortune are of a kind quite 
natural in oriental countries, and in 
Egypt in particular, the monuments 
supply examples of foreigners attain- 
ing to positions of political distinction. 

Particular episodes and details may 
have been added, but the narratives 
give evidence of being in substance 
historical. The historical imagination 
of the narrator played its part. The 
marriage of Abraham and _ Keturah 
could not have taken place at the time 
designated. One passage J. repre- 
sents Hagar carrying Ishmael as if he 
had been an intant,» while another 
passage P. furnishes dates which make 
Ishmael at least fifteen years of age. 
According to one narrative J. E., Isaac 
is on his death-bed, but according to 
another narrative P., he survives for 


been beaten, if, indeed, it has ever 
been approached, by any non-Ameri- 
can military or naval air service. 

To recount what has been done is 
easy. To forecast is not so simple. 
Yet there are certain points that stand 
out as almost assured. It is assured, 
In general terms, that progress will 
continue. The performance of air- 
planes will improve. They will be 
more economical, more rugged, more 
reliable, safer. The present range of 
their usefulness is dimly suggested by 
the extraordinary variety of the topics 
listed for consideration by the interna- 
tional civil aeronautics conference 
during the coming week. There will 
be still further diversification ahead. 

Under the specific head of military 
operations we may anticipate that the 
place of the airplane will grow still 
more important and that the propor- 
tion of total appropriations for .na- 
tional defense which is directly or in- 
directly allocated to aviation will con- 
tinue to increase. The airplane to 
some extent will replace other instru- 
ments of war, and will be developed at 
their expense. . 

Especially may we safely anticipate 
that the airplane will become increas- 
ingly the dominant factor in coast de- 
fense and that airplanes based at 
coastal stations will fly long distances 
over the water to co-operate with 
fleets and the aircraft based on them. 
The proportion of naval vessels car- 
rying aircraft and depending on the 
airplane and its bomb as their princi- 
pal striking force, rather than on rhe 
gun and its projectile. will increase. 

Commercial aviation has a vast 
field to exploit within the continental 
United States. We shall run far afield 
on a false scent if we devote our- 
selves to the promotion of  trans- 
Atlantic air travel at the expensé of 
simpler and more urgently needed de- 
velopment at home.  Trans-oceanic 
commercial service is important, ut

Moses would have 
hardly made his way among the peo- 
ple, if he had come in the name of 
a strange and hitherto unknown god. 

But he might reasonably hope for 
success, if a fresh revelation had been 
made to him by the God of Abraham, 
who was still worshipped in some cir- 
cles, and still lived in the memory of 
the people. In spite of the great de- 
liverance achieved by Moses, Israelit- 
ish tradition goes back beyond Moses 
and finds in the patriarchal period the 
first roots not only of the possesion 
of the land, but also of the people’s 
higher worship of God. This cannot 
be accounted for except on the his- 
toricity of the patriarchal pericd. 


for the airplane it is far away despite 
the success of a number of trans-At- 
lantic flights carried out under select- 
ed conditions and with specially pre- 
pared equipment and little or no com- 
mercial load. 


There are 16,300 miles of air 
routes operated in the United States 
now. That figure can be multiplied 
by five or ten and the traffic increased 
a hundred-fold or more. It imposes 
no undue strain upon the imagination 
to foresee the transport by air of all 
first-class mait between great cities 
200 miles or more apart, and passen- 
ger business has possibilities as yet 
hardly touched. The commercial op- 
erator of airplanes is far from having 
reached the point where he will have 
to weep with Alexander for the lack 
of fresh worlds to conquer. 

So far the omens are plain and 
legible, but they are only for the im- 
mediate future. We have seen what 
wonders twenty-five years of flight 
have brought forth. Few will be so 
bold as to don the prophet’s mantle 
and attempt to look ahead for an- 
other twenty-five years, or to guess 
how much there will be to celebrate 
at an international gathering marking 
the semi-centennial in December, 
1953.

By June 5, 
1900, Roberts had entered Pretorta, 
and David began to prepare for the 
reconstruction he knew must come.
